Reference to the railroad maps of Ohio, 
Indiana, and Illinois will show that Chicago 
has been asleep, while Cleveland, Cincinnati. 
Toledo, Columbus, Indianapolis, and Detroit 
have been making themselves the centers of 
individual spider webs of interurban trolley 
systems. For once at least Chicago has 
lagged behind, while smaller cities in the 
central west have been quick to take advan- 
tage of the new means of building up connec- 
tions with surrounding territory. Each of 


the places named is the hub of a system of 


radiating trolley lines of great value to the 


central cities, while Chicago, and to a still: 


greater degree St. Louis and Milwaukee, 


have been content to put up with a few lines, 


doing a purely suburban business. 

It is at once apparent, after a study of the 
interurban trolley map prepared by Bion J. 
Arnold, that the territory between Columbus 
and Indianapolis, and from Cincinnati north- 


ward to Toledo and Detroit, with the lake 


shore extension eastward to Cleveland, is 
fairly gridiorned with trolley roads. They 
connect manufacturing towns and commer- 
cial centers, and open up the rich agricultural 
country in between to a wonderful degree. 
This means a vast increase of business for 


the larger cities of Ohio and Indiana, which 


Chicago, Milwaukee, and St. Louis are cer- 
tain to recognize when the commercial and 
@Menufacturing figures of the next census 
make their appearance. By a careful choice 
of routes ohe may pick a trolley line from 
Indianapolis northeast to Toledo, and thence 
eastward along the whole shore line of Lake 
Erie, through Cleveland to Erie, Pa. The 
time is practically here when a similar jour- 
ney may be made from Wheeling, W. V2&., to 
the Illinois line. ~ 


Importance Not Yet Realized. 


From Chicago to the southeast, around the 
head of Lake Michigan, there is a practical 
desert from the trolley standpoint. St. Louis 
has only a few rudimentary lines in Missouri, 
and Milwaukee, except for the Chicago line, 
Gepende upon some little spurs to the nearby 
lake resorts. Chicago has two fine suburban 
lines reaching westward to Aurora and Elgin 
and northward to Racine, with a southern 
Het, but it has yet to make 
| | of @ real interurban net 
work... This ¢ity has been for so long a time 
the greatest railroad center in the world, one 
would think tLe strenuous community would 
jump at the chance of securing these electric 
feeders for its commercial supremacy, but 
the contrary has been proven. Possibly 
Chicago has been s0 


that is no reason why the trolleys should not 
help materially to make it greater. 
After all, the interurban system is such a 
new thing that busy cities may be forgiven 
for failing to recognize the onrush of a 
strange giant.in the transportation fight. In 
fact, Chicago has had such wretched trans- 
portation facilities within its own borders it 
might not have been prepared to handle the 
interurban business. Possibly it was a case 
of the wind being tempered to the rn lamb, 
but now that the street car problem in Chi- 
cago has been practically solved, attention 
must be devoted to the interurban business if 
Chicago is not to continue to lag behind the 
more enterprising cities of Ohio and mo lh 
It is true that as far back as 1840 inventors 
and scientiste were experimenting on electric 
motors, but it was not until Siemens and 
Haiske organized their celebrated firm in 1876 


possibility. Edison was operating an exper!i- 
mental line at Menlo park in 1880, andtwo or 
three years later Van Derpoel ran the first 
guccéesful cars in Chicago. Five years later 
twenty lines were in operation in various 
cities and today, twenty years later, every 
city im the country is equipped with electric 
car systems, while the lines from city to city 
are multiplying as fast as the engineers can 


interurban road, as we know it now, was 
brought into being as the natural successor 
of ‘the elevated and the suburban surface 
road in the eastern cities. From these city 
roads in Massachusetts have grown inter- 
urban lines throughout the west with better 
rolling stock, better roadbeds, more frequent 
oars, and shorter running time, although in 
New England the old city car is still used. 


Are Independent Systems. 

In the great trolley belt of Indiana and Ohio 
and on the Illinois lines as far as they have 
adnan thé interurban road has generally 

been created as an independent system, al- 
though it has, as a matter of course, ab- 
sorbed the corporations running the city lines 
and electric light plants. Even where one 
@orporation owns the entire system the city 
and the interurban services are kept entirely 
separate, except that they receive their 
power from the same suurce. Where there 
&ré separate corporations the interurban cars 
sometimes pick up a «mall amount of city 
business, turning over, however, a large per- 
centage, if not all, of the receipts to the local 


-¢ompany. 
The census bureau in 1902-1908 undertook 


Since 
then the business has outgrown all attempts

roads undoubtedly made Chicago gréat, but 


at its statistical history. The census figures 
showed, however, 1,600 miles of interurban 
lines in Massachusetts, 1,278 miles each in 
Ohio and Indiana, 1,113 miles in Pennsyl- 
Vania, and about 600 miles in Illinois. Since 
that time the work of construction has pro- 
gressed so rapidly accurate figures cannot be 
given, but it is probable that Ohio and Indi- 
ana have each passed Massachusetts in mile- 
age, although the Bay state and er 
eut and Rhode Island and the lower 
Vermont and New Hampshire still furnish 
the largest compact area of interurban de- 
velopment.

Mr, Gale at last accounts was in Duluth. 
Mr. Hall has been located by Pinkérton de- 
tectives in Windsor, Unt., where he is living 
obscurely under an assumed name. Prepara- 
tions were begun yesterday which may lead 
to his arrest and extradition on the charge of 
embezzlement. When news of these plans 
reached his friends they hurriedly posted let- 
ters to the fugitive begging him to return 
voluntarily. 

Clay Clement, an actor with whom Mr. Hall 
once was associated in a theatrical venture, 
went so far last night es to intimate that Mr. 
Hall might be on his way to Chicago and 
might surprise his friends by his reappear- 
ance in the city today or tomorrow. 


Gale’s Company Hopeless Wreck. 
Mr. Gale left the city three weeks ago, when 
his creditors became clamorous. His,friends 
say he will return. His creditors declare 
he never will come back except as a prisoner. 
Criminal prosecution on a charge of em- 
bezzlement was threatened yesterday. His 
company, it is said, is a hopeless wreck. 
Peculiar features uncovered in an investiga- 
tion of attorneys gave the business an ap- 
pearance strongly suggestive of a get-rich- 
quitk concern. 

The $100,000 which Mr. Gale is charged 
with having diverted disappeared from the 
company’s coffers gradually in the four years 
of the life of the concern. There is no evi- 
dence the money was spent in dissipations. 
Much of it was invested in north shore and 
suburban realty. Most of the remainder, it 
is said, went in living. expenses. The Gales 
lived sumptuously in their hendsome resi- 
dence at Balmoral and Kenmore avenues. 
They were socially prominent. Many bills 
found by the creditors’ attorneys, in their 


audit of the company ‘g accounts, were for 


household luxuries, fof expensive gowns for 
his wife, and for the tuition of his daughter 
in the fashionable Stickney school in 


Edgewater. } 
Assets May Be Liabilities. 


The Habiiities of the heating company are 
estimated at $25,319. The assets, as Charles 
C. Gilbert, attorney for the creditors, phrased 
it, are “ lees than nothing.”

Both Familiar with Explosives. - 

Both ‘men, ‘according. to the police, are fa- 
miliar with explosives. This, with the infor- 
mation which the police have, they say, may 
assist in proving that they were implicated 
in the recent attempts to wreck the homes of 
John Condon, “ Mont” Tennes; and James 
Pease. 

Kelly lives at the Florence hotel, West 
Adams and Paulina streets, while Rosen- 
cranzg lives in the Ghetto. Neither one has 
worked for some time, the police say. Kelly 
was sentenced to five years tn the Joliet 
prison years ago for manslaughter. He shot 
Policeman Crowley of the Desplaines street 
station when the policeman refused to re- 
lease Minnie Kelly, his wife, who had been 
arrested. 

After being released from prison Kelly, the 
police say, joined a gang of safe blowers 
and was arrested many: times. 

Rosencranz is well known to the police. His 
first arrest for @ serious crime was in 1896, 
when he, Edward O'Donnell, and Albert 
Immell, alias ‘‘ mil Alpeter,’’ alleged safe 
blowers, were arrested after they had robbed 
the safe in a paint factory at Van Buren and 
Halsted streets, All wefe sent to Joliet: 


Think the Arrests “Good.”’ 

What evidence Capt. O’Brien has he re- 
fuses to divulge. 

* Detectives have been shadowing the men 
for some time,’’ said he. “I am positive 
Rosencranz and Kelly know something about 
the recent bomb throwing. The men know 
how to mix explosives and how to handle 
them. In most of the places which have been 
attacked only enough of the explosive was 
used to do small damage. This.was done to 
scare people, I believe.” 

“ The prisoners were seen near the scene of 
one of the recent explosions but a few min- 
utes before and after the explosion,” said one 
of the detectives who have been on the case. 

Lieut. Thomas Howard, who has been con- 
ducting the investigation and who had com- 
mand of the detectives who miade the arrests, 
said he was positive the men were implicated 
in the bomb throwing outrages. 

“We have got the goods on the two of 
them,” gaid he. 

Efforts were made at an earty hour this 
morning by Attorney Charles E Erbsetein 
to obtain the release of the prisoners on 
bonds. Erbstein, accompanied by two saloon- 
keepers who agreed to furnish ball to the 
extent of $20,000, went to the Central deta!! 
station and requested that the men be 
booked. Thies was refused, however.

The small amount has been tonceded In the 
hope that it will help quiet the protesters, but 
twhen the ordinance gets to a discussion of 
its merits a demand will be made for a correc- 
tion of the essential faults of the measure 
as well as the superficial. 

What the City Wants. 

The position taken by the opponents of the 
ordinance is as follows: 

If the services of the American Bell company 
te the Chicago Telephone company are worth 
4% per cent of its gross receipts, the services of 
the city are worth more than 8 per cent, 

If the American Bell company wishes fo op- 
erate the Chicago Telephone company on such 
a contract {t can do so, but at the expense 
of the dividends of the latter compafiy, not at 
the expense of Chicago and Chicago telephone 
users, 

To put the burden of this contract on the 
telephone company and not on the city or the 
subscribers, the rates, it is contended, can be 
lowered still furthbr, the 3 per cent compensa- 
tion can be increased to 7 per cent, or the divi- 
dend allowance of the telephone company can 
be reduced from 10 percent, In any one of these 
three methods the city can secure a better bar- 
gain from the American Bell company. 

If the American Bell company can give the 
city of St. Louis 5 per cent of its gross re 
ceipts as compensation—aend St. Louis never 
has been recognised as cruel to corporations— 
Chicago can demand that the American Bell 
company rate a Chicago franchise as worth more 
than 3 per cent, 

Want Phone Taxes Doubled. 

While the telephone rromoters are asking 
for favored treatment at the hands of the city 
council, attention is being called to the fact 
that the telephone preperties have been 
favorably treated by the board of assessors. 

The Illinois Tax Reform association has 
written to the reviewers calling attention to 
the discrepancy between the full valuation of 
$9,000,40 which hed been placed on the com- 
pany’s property and the actual value of over 


$18,000,00),

' Justios Brewer Gives Decision. 

The decision was rendered by Justice 
Brewer of the United States Supreme court, 
with whom were sitting Judges Seaman and 
Baker of the federal Circuit court. Justice. 
Brewer said that however fair the reorgan- 
ization plans might be it was not the province 
of the courts to force the warring elements 
to agree. So the whole Grosscup plan was 
upset and the case was remanded. 

The decision held that while Justice Brewer 
had no fault to find with the plan, as such, 
Judge Grosscup was in advance of his age. 
The precedent he had ‘set was too bold a one 
to be followed safely. ; 


Gist of the Ruling. 

The points made by Justice Brewer were: 
That the public exigency on which Judge 
Grosscup laid so much stress was not sé im- 
portant as long as the Chicago City company 
was in a position to take over the Union Trac- 
tion properties. . 

That the duties of Judge Grosscup were 
entirely judicial and not of a business or finan- 
cial character. 

That while recognizing the exigencies of the 
situation and realising that it would be a bet- 
ter thing for all if the plan of reorganization 
had prevailed, yet the court could not make 
contracts for other people. 

That the bondholders had vested rights which 


were the demands of the public—there being 
no extreme crisis—the individual had to be pro- 
tected. 

That the court could not displaee bondhold- 
ers’ rights by putting a rehabilitation ordinance 
ahead of their mortgage without their consent. 
That while it was recognized that the amount 
of this rehabilitation was limited by the sum 
ordered spent by the board of supervising on- 
gineers and while it was to be presumed these 
engineers would not waste money, still the 
amount was bound to be considerable and might 
destroy the value of the existing bonds. 


What May Be Expected. 

Unless the improbable happens, the result 
of the decision will be: 

The Chicago City railway company must take 
over the west and north side lines and the Union 
Traction company must pass out of existence. 
In Chicago there will be but one street car 
company covering all divisions of the city. 

In the meantime the north and west side must 
wait for a year at least before anything can 
be done in the way of rehabilitating thgse lines, 
The Chicago City company must get possession 
frst and with Judge Grosscup in his present 
frame of mind that is not going to be done in« 


minute. 

Union Traction Securities Hit. 
The exact effect of the decision on the 
security holders of the properties which 
make up the Union Traction system the most 
expert of expert accountants ceuld not figure 
out In a week., In @ general way it can be 
said:

Then Justice Brewer, without any particu-

gument of the case. The arguments we have 
heard show that there is not a great public 
necessity which might otQerwise be thought 
to exist for a unified system, inasmuch as 
there is given by the ordinance to the railway 
that owns the south side properties the right 
to proceed into the north and west side, and 
thus establish a unified. system. 
“It becomes, therefore, really a question 
of private interests and private rights. I 
think I may say for all #f us—of course, ] 
speak with a little hesitation with respect 
to my own knowledge. of conditions here— 
that the ordinance which was tendered by the 
city was reasonable and fair. and that, asa 
business proposition, it would have been 
wise for all parties to accept it. But the 
courts do not make contracts for parties, and 
do not do business on their behalf.“ 
“They deal with rights as the parties 
have made thems and, although it may seem 
that a party insisting upon his legal rights 
is probably or even certainly bound to lose— 
why, if the party insists upon his legal rights, 
the court must protect him in them. There 
is no such wide discretion vested in a chan- 
cellor as permits him to disturb contract 
rights—rights of property. 
Quotes the Supreme Court. 
* The question has been before the Supreme 
court more than once, and, as said in the case 
of Nieland vs. The American Loan Company, 
186 U. 8., 97, the ‘appointmen: of a receiver 
vests in the court no absolute control over 
the property and no- general authority to 
displace vested rights. ‘ Because of a few 
specified and limited cases this court has 
declared» a few secured claims were en- 
titled to priority over mortgage debts, an 
idea seems to have obtained that a court 
appointing a receiver acquires power to give 
such preference to any general and unse- 
cured claims. 
“*Tt has been assumed that a court ap- 
pointing a receiver could rightfully burden 
the mortgaged property by the payment of 
any unsecured indebtedness. Indeed, we are 
advised that some courts have made the 
appointment pf a receiver conditional upon 
the payment of all unsecured indebtedness 
in preference to the mortgage sought to be 
enforced. Can anything be conceived-which 
more thoroughly destroys the sacredness of 
contract, obligations. One holding a mort- 
gage on a railroad has the same right to 
demand and expect of the court respect 
for his vested and contract priority as the 
holder of a mortgage on a farm.

General Comment of Lawyers.

RAPID SPREAD IN ©HICAGO. 


Striking Keymen Think They Have 
Ally in American Union Company. 


The labor unions in Chicago are disturbed 
over the appearance of a new disease, which 
threatens to cripple thousands of working- 
men and render them unfit for future em- 
The ailment affects the hands 
and forearms and has been pronounced in- 
éurabie by prominent Chicago physicians. 
In the medical books the malady is called 
‘‘Dr. Armbruster’s disease,’’ but among the 
labor organizations it is known. as {union 
paralysis.” It consists in a shortening of 
the tendons of the arm, resulting tn a gradual 
contraction of the fingers, and, in some 
cases, a complete closing of the hand.’ The 
@nuse is laid to an extreme‘strain ‘on the 
muscles made nevessary through the use of 
modern tools and implements of industry, 
The spread of the disease in Chicago has 
been rapid enough to cause the Steamfitters’ 
union to start an investigation in the fn- 
terest of its members. President John Man- 
gan of the organization was.one of the first 
to be afflicted with the trouble. Mangan is 
an fnspector employed in the city hall, but 
for many years he has been eccoustemed to 
gripping heavy tools used in cutting. pipes 
and making steam connections, , 

Disease an Incurable One. 
About three weeks ago Mangan noticed 
that two of the fingers on his right hand 
were slowly contracting. Graduafly a paral- 
ysis seized upon the hand until it became 
practically useless.. Alarmed, Mangan con- 
sulted Dr. John B. Murphy. The surgeon in- 
formed him that the disease was an incurable 
one. He explained that the tendons in the 
forearm had contracted and, in order to al- 
low the fingers to resume their natural posi- 
tions, it would be necessary to sever the 
tendons, which would result, however, in 
an absolute loss of control of the hand. 


Think New Company an Ally. 

The striking telegraphers believe they have 
an ally in.their strike in the new American 
Union Telegraph company, the organization 
of which, on a $5,000,000 capital basis, is said 
to be undet way.

PARIS, Sept. 7.—Ré6ne Francois Armand 
Sully-Prudhomme, the French poet and critic, 
died suddenly today at his villa near Chate- 
nay, from heart disease. M. Prudhomme 
was born in 1830, was elected a member of 
the Academy in 1881, and promoted to be an 
officer in the Legion of Honor in 1888, He 
began life as an employé at the Schneider 
iron works at Creusot, and was subsequently 
a notary’s clerk in Paris.

Fast Time to Aurora. 

In the three states mentioned-the speed of 
the interurbans has been developed to an 
extraordinary degree. The Aurora, BDigin, 
and Chicago line, which runs over a third 


seventy miles an hour, and the &éthal run- 
ning schédulé from Chicago to Atrrora, forty 


1"nfles, including afi stops, is only one-hour 


and ten minutes for the limited trains. 

There is a distinct tendéncy in the states of 
the middle west toward a combination of fn- 
terurban interests, made necessary by the 
long -distances, which in turn. demand 
through cars and fast time. At first local 
capital started lines between nearby cities. 
These were so successful the promoters 
found no difficulty in securing outside money 
for extensions. Then this outside capital 
found itself appealed to for funds to build 
competing roads, which could not possibly 
be successful under such. circumstances. 
The inevitable happened. The big capital- 
ists concentrated their investments. The re- 
sult was the rapid consolidation of the short 
lines into large systems. McKinley in Iili- 
nois, Hugh McGowan in Indianapolis, and 
the Philadelphia crowd in Cincinnati repre- 
sent this concentration into state systems. 
The public has been the gainer by the adop- 
tion of through cars and related timetables 
at transfer points. Here in Illinois, at least, 
and possibly in other states, there has been 
worked out a curious interchangeable com- 
mutation ticket: The suburbanite at Aurora 
may buy $6 worth of 5 cent coupons at his 
own ticket office for $5. These coupons are 
good on a majority of the Illinois roads, in- 
cluding the big system south and west from 
Peoria and Danville. The coupons represent 
cash; not mileage, the the trolley lines have 
not yet been standardized in the matter of 
fares or freight rates, some charging 2 cents 
a mile for passengers and competing directly 
with the steam roads, while others drop ag 
low as a cent a mile on round trips. 


Build Up Express Business. 

Ally of these interurban lines in Illinois, 
Indiana, and Ohio are doing an express and 
freight business, the future of which no man 
can estimate. Just how profitable it may be 
for electric roads is one of the things careful 
traffic managers would like to find out. The 
Urited States Express company operates a 
regular service on the Chicago and Milwau- 
kee line and is making it pay. The Electric 
Package company is a corporation repre- 
senting five Cleveland interurban lines. Each 
line furnishes ite own train crew, and the 
package company the express messenger. 
The company does a regular express husiness 
on a quick schedule, and the gross earnings 
in 1906 were miore than $200,000. Even bulk 
freight is carried by most of thé trolley roads 
where it can be done without through deliy- 
ery to another line or into the large cities. 
The freight traffic is generally confined to 
particular commodities originating along the 
line of the road. For instance, the McKinley 
lines load coal at the mines and dump it any- 
where along the right of way, the farmers 
combining to. buy their fuel in carload lots, 
Thz Chicago and Milwaukee has made a epe- 
cialty of gravel from its own beds at Liber- 
tyville and Kenosha. All of the lines are 
going extensively intd the milk business, and 
refrigerator cars for butter, eggs, fruit, and 
vegetables are becoming more cOmmon than 
the sleepers. The trolley also seems to fur- 
rich a solution of the problem of how to fur- 
nish ice for.country towns and farmhouses. 
In Indianapolis in particular the interurban 
limes reach the center of the city, permitting 
express arrangements with the smaller 
cl:tes, while in Chic2go the Aurora line is 
the only large road with a good downtown 
outlet. Bigs 
One thing fs certain, an fnterurban trolley 
line connecting two cities, with a good agri- 
cultural country as the meat in the sand- 
wich, will pay almost from the start from 
its passenger traffic, the express and freight 
busiress being in the nature of a by-product 
and pure ‘ velvet.”

FIRE DESTROYS CLIFF HOUSE: 
LANDMARK VANISHES IN HOUR 


Favorite Shrine of Pilgrimage to San 
' Francisco Visitorg Burned to Water’s 
Edge—Ocean Breeze Fans Flames. 


San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 7.—The Cliff 
house, San Francisco's first attraction for 
tourists, was burned to the ground this even- 
ing. The fire started about 5 o'clock and an 
hour later a blackened heap of ruins was all 
thet remained of the famous structure. The 
house was built of wood, and, fanned by a 
lively ocean breeze, the flames: made such 
headway before the nearest fre company ar- 
rived that it wae realized that the place was 
doomed, and more attention was paid tosav- 
ing adjoining property than to the burning 
building. The CHff houge had been cloged for 
some time, as the new lessee, John Tait, was 
remodeling ;the interior. Workmen were 
about the place until noon and then departed 
for the day.

This was the second.Cliff House to be de- 
stroyed by‘fire. The building which was 
burned today was built about twenty years 
ago by ‘Adolph Sutro of Sutro tunnel fame. 
It was owned by the Sutro estate and was 
valued at $50,000. 

The Cliff house was ranked as one of the 
best known resorts of America, Located on 
a rocky promontory outside the city, directly 
above the surf of the Pacific and overiooking 
the famous Seal rocks, it was a strong at- 
traction for visitors, and from its broad 
porches hundreds of thousands of people ob- 
tained their first view of.the Pacific.

100,000 CHEER ITS SAILING. 


Due in New York Next Friday, Twenty 
Hours Ahead of Record.

LIVERPOOL, Sept. 7.—The Cunard steam- 
ship Lusitania, the largest steamship ever 
built, satied this evening on a 3,000 mile race 
against time across the Atlantic; and there 
is no one in, England tonight but is con- 
vinced that by next Friday the’ greatest 
turbine steamer ever constructed will have 
won back for the Cunard line the latirels 
wrested from it ten years ago by the North 
German Lloyd. The Lucania, a sister ship, 


also will be sent at top speed. p 

Fully 100,000 persons witnessed ‘thé de- 
partura of the two liners. It was not an 
event merely for Liverpoolians but for the 
entire nation. Special trains, motors, wag- 
onettes, and every mode of conveyance 
brought thousands from the utmost corners 
of the kingdom. From early merning.until 
the Lucania sailed, shortly before 5 o'clock 
in the afternoon, the throng was immense, 
but when, shortly after 9 o’clock tonight, a 
blast from the Lusitania’s whistle announced 
that the great vessel finally had started, the 
crowd of sightseers was simply enormous.

These through modern medical science have 
been much moderated, and it is quite possi- 
ble to excavate without danger to the health 
of old workmen, 


Ancient City Found. i 


Until the work was begun it was always 
supposed that the temples were all that re- 
mained, but Prof. Spinazzola is convinced 
that under the ground would be found the 
city and he has proved himself right. ~ 

He began by finding a few meters below the 
surface a perfect street thirty feet wide and 
well payed, showing, as do those of Pompeii, 
the ruts worn by the heavy chariot wheels 
used in ancient times. These ran past the 
temples called Basilica and Geres. At the 
back of the temple Basilica he found a ter- 
race belonging to it, and on the opposite side 
@ grandiose semicircle and three steps, form-~ 
ing a magnificent entrance. No on® can 
have an idea, without seeing it, of the grand- 
eur which this gives to the already almost 
perfect temple. 

Besides these, Prof. Spinazzola has unearth- 
ed a vast number of objects of stone, bronze,

was the question heard on every side. Conan 
Doyle said nothing, and the newspapers, fol- 
lowing the long established custom of re- 
fraining from anything in the nature of com- 
ment upon or even relevant to a case sub 


; judice, beyond reports of the proceedings in 


court, have published nothing to allay public 
curiosity. In an Amerioan paper there would 
be no objection to saying: “‘ The man yester- 
day lodged in Stafford jail is not-the man 
who, Conan Doyle is convinced, is the per- 
petrator of the series of outrages for which 
the young Parsee lawyer, Edalji, suffered 
imprisonment.” Similarly, there can he no 
objection to stating there exists considerable 
skepticism as to the man arrested being 
guilty of the charges made against him. 


Another Blunder by Police. 

On thie point. however, it is impossible to 
form any definite opinion, though the police 
have adduced evidence sufficient to warrant 
the Wolverhampton magistrates, before 
whom the suspect was brought yesterday, in 
rémanding him till Monday next. 

The prisoner is a pork butcher's aesistant, 
named Morgan, aged 23 years. The evidence 
against him ig purely circumstantial, con- 
sisting mainly in a cap and broken pipe 
which are believed to have belonged to him 
having been found in the field where one of 
the latest cattle maiming outrages wae per- 
petrated. 

Morgan, who gave the impression of being 
an ordinary type of country youth, strenu- 
ously dentes his guilt and evidently feels his 
situation acutely. When led into the dock 
yesterday his gaze rested on a woman dressed 
in black at the back of the court. ‘ Mother, 
mother,” he exclaimed, and bursting into 
tears baid hie head on the arm of the dock 
| 

Later, when being taken in a cab from 
the Wolverhampton police court after being 
remanded, he fainted. When first arrested 
he was taken ili and had to be attended by a 
doctor. 

A special correspondent for a London paper 
who has been making an investigation of the 
maiming outrages expresses the opinion in 
a private telegram that the Staffordshire 
police made quite as bad a blunder in arrest- 
ing Morgan as they didin arresting Edalji.

PANIC STARTS: SOON OVER. 


Passengers Furious, Many Being Com- 
pelled to Miss Their Trains. 


Several hundred impatient persons spent a 
“ pleasant.’ hour and a half in marooned 
cars, high and dry on the Northwestern 
elevated railroad trestle at Fifth avenue and 
Lake street yesterday. The trouble was due 
to the derailment of one of the new heavy 
**motor cars "’ which the company placed in 
service a few weeks ago, and the refusal of 
the employés to connect the trains so the 
passengers could reach one of the station 
platforms. 

The heavy car proved too weighty for a 
rail on the curve just before it reached the 
Clark street station, incoming. The rail 
turned, the car tilted, and with a loud crash 
the front corner tore through the light 
wooden platform which lies between the loop 
tracks at this point. Fearing that the car 
was about to overturn, there was a panic 
among the passengers within the car. The 
motorman stopped the train immediately, 
causing the fears of the passengers partly to 
subside. 

Passengers Forced to Wait. 

The accident happened at 11:30a.m. The 
pawsengers mostly were late morning shop- 
pers, anxious to reach the shopping district 
before the stores closed at the Saturday aft- 
ernoon hour of 12:30 o’ciock: With more or 
less display of impatience, however, the pas- 
sengers had to nourish their anxiety for the 
next hour and a half, for it was not until 1 
o’clock that the trains .esumed running. 

In the meantime train after train incoming 
was marooned on the elevated track. A solid 
row of cars reached from the wrecked train 
back to Chicago avenue. Hundreds of pas- 
sengers clamoring be permitted to get off 
the trains found their appeals to no avail. 
Many carried suit cases and valises: 

Only those whose trains happened to stop 
in front of the platform at Kingle street were 
able to reach the ground.

TALKS OF FAKE SUICIDE. 


Admits He Is Getting Big Adver- 
tisement by Notoriety He 
Has Achieved. 


New York, Sept. 7.—[{Special. }—Ferdinand 
Pinney Earle, the éccentric artist, who hopes 
soon to marry Miss Julia Kuttner, and whose 
wife is now onthe high seas on her way to 
France to get a divorce, talked gome more 
today when seen at the Manhassett apart- 
ments, One Hundred and Eighth street and 
Broadway, where his mother lives. 

The interview followed a statement made 
by Miss Kuttner. In this interview Miss 
lvuttner was quoted as saying that her sole 
purpose in going to live at Earle’s home was 
to bring about a reconciliation between the 
Earles, if that were possible, and that for 
this purpose she came over from Europe. 

She was reported as saying further that 
Mrs. Earle finally told her it was no use to 
hope for a reconciliation, and that she would 
leave Miss Kuttner to make Earle happy. 


Dark Hints of Tragedy. 

Earle was first asked about the authenticity 
of the interview. He said thatit wae bona 
fide and that he thoroughly corroborated 
everything Miss Kuttner had said. Then he 
made thia remark: 

“ Gabriel d’Annunzio wrote a novel—he was 
a socialist, you know—in which he made the 
man kill the woman.

A tutelage 
of this kind was incousistent with true self- 
government, However oxhaustive the list of 
powers may be intended to be, it is sure to 
reveal gaps with the development of new con- 
ditions. That had béen the repeated experi- 
ence of Chicago and had heen one of the main 
motives for seeking a new charter.

The policy of substituting general grents 
for specific powers may be traced in the 
general framework of the charter. Instead 
of the ninety-six minute items constituting 
the powers of the council under the present 
law they are now grouped under a small 
number of important heads forming distinct 
articles: Offices, corporate powers, police 
powers, finance, streets, public  utili- 
ties, parks, schools, etc. In each of 
these articles will be found one broad 
Provision. giving control of the whole 
of the particular department of munic- 
ipal activity. In nearly every case this 
means a substantial enlargement of exist- 
ing.powWers. Thus the definition ‘of the police 
power would cover the control of noxious 
drugs, and it will, as far as practicable under 
the constitution, admit of different building 
and safety regulations for different parts 
of the city, whereas the lack of such power 
under the present law resulted in the in- 
validity of the ordinances under which the 
Iroquois theater cases were tried. 

No attempt has been made to define public 
utilities in order not to leave the city power- 
less in the face of some novel enterprise. 
‘Parks and driveways may be located out- 
side as well as within the city. The city’s 
school powers will cover every kind of educa- 
tional institution and facility. The powers 
for charity and relief are entirely new and 
so on.. An adequate conception of the extent 
of the city’s home rule can only be gained 
by comparing the articles mentioned with 
the list of powers in the city act of 1872.

NO. 3.-HOME RULE. 


POWERS OF THE COUNCIL. 


Provisions of Article V. of the pro- 
posed new charter which is con- 
spicuous object of discussion. 


5—1. The city council shall be the govern- 
ing body of the municipality. It shall exer- 
cise the corporate powers of the city, and 
shall be vested with powers of local legisia- 
tion adequate to a complete syetem of local 
municipal government subject to the gener- 


al laws of the state, as by the next following 
section provided. 


The legislative powers of the city council 


shall be subject to the provisions of this 


charter; but.the gpecification of particular 
powers by this charter shall not be construed 
as impairing the general grant of powers 
hereby bestowed except that no taxes shall 


be levied or imposed by the city council 
other than as hereinafter provided. 

5—2. The legislative power of the city coun- 
cll Shall be further subject to all existing laws 
of the state not rendered inoperative by 
this charter and to all general laws hereafter 
enacted by the general assembly in con- 
formity with and subject to the constitution, 
but no general statute hereafter enacted rela- 
tive to the government of the affairs of the 
cities of the state, or of cities containing a 
stated number of inhabitants and over, or 
allowing the formation of réw municipal 
corporations in any part of the state, shall, 
in the absence of an express declaration of 
legislative intent to the contrary, be con- 
etrued as applying to or operative within the 
city of Chicago. 

5—3. The city council may provide for the 
carrying into effect of any of its powers by 
the creation of an appropriate official organ- 
ization and by the delegation of adequate 
executive and administrative powers and 
—_e subject to the provisions of this char- 

er. 

5—4. Whenever this charter makes any 
provisions or regulations with regard to @ 
matter, the regulation of which the legisia- 
ture has power to delegate to the city coun- 
cil, the city council may adopt an ordinance 
regulating such matter {in whole or in part, 
and submit to the voters of the city, in the 
manner provided for the submission of prop- 
ositions to popular vote, the question wheth- 
er the provisions of the charter (which shall 
be designated in the ordinance by title, arti- 
cie, chapter, and section as the case may be) 
regulating such subject matter shall be dis- 
continued and the ordinance adopted by the 
city_counci] be substituted in their stead. If 
the Poters of the city shall vote in favor of 
such discontinuance and substitution, the 
provisions of the charter so designated shall 
from thenceforth be inoperative within the 
city, and the ordinance so adopted shall take 
effect. No ordinance amending or repealing

It.was found necessary to placate the mem- 
bers of the house by the addition of a clause 
which will be found In article XXII. of the 
charter. It provides that “nothing in this 
act or any section thereof contained shall 
be. held-or construed as affecting, limiting, 
f'or lifipatiring the-right-of-the legislature toe 
t'alte#, amend, annul, or repeal any, or-all of 
the: provisions of this charter by. an act of 
the legigiature enacted In conformity to the 
constitution of the state.”

It was finally deemed prudent to meet some 
of the objections raised to the home rule pro- 
vision by recasting its form, and in the al- 
tered form it was finaily adopted. It is be- 
lieved that in changing the words none of the 
substance of the original clause was sacri- 
ficéd. There is no miterial difference be- 
tween “all matters of local legislation and 
municipal government that can be con#itu- 
tionally delegated” and “powers of local 
legislation adequate to a complete system of 
local municipal government,”’ but the latter 
phrase, by borrowing the words used in the 
constitutional amendment, to a certain extent 
disarmed criticism. 

Now that the smoke of the battle has 
cleared away !t seems surprising that there 
should have been so bitter a fight over this 
clause. The substance of the home rule is to 
be found in the broad grants scattered 
through the various artic!es; the blanket 
clause in article 5 Is fully as important for

It may 
have such a policy with regard to matters 
primarily local, for after all the localities are 
part of the state. In ihis way we get limita- 
tions upon! local power which are departures 
from the principle of home rule from which 
few city chartere are entirely free.

It was fully realjzed that a broad and un- 
limited power of amendment. lodged in the 
city council would not only be contrary to 
the legislative intent, but would be const!- 
tutionally imprecticable, but it was felt thit 
a power might find legislative approval and 
stand the test of judicial scrutiny !f it were 
carefully circumscribed both as to subject 
matter and mode of exercise. Out of these 
considerations grew section 4 of article V. 
The power of amendment is limited to mat- 
ters which might in the first instance have 
been left to the city council; and in order to 
be effective it requires 4 submission to popu- 
lar vote. The provisions on taxatton and 
public utilities, the vesting of the control 
of the school system fn a board of education, 
and all express limitations.of the charter are 
withdrawn’ from the power of amendment.

It will thus be seen that ft fs confined to 
matters properly within the grant of home 
rule, in which the legislature has not clearly 
indicated its intent to eontrol the exercise 
of local powers.

‘CLASH MARKS RATE INQUIRY - 
DEMAND MADE TO SEE BOOKS. 


Counsel tor North Carolina Asks for 
Verification: of Testimony Given in 
Behalf of Southern Railroad. — 


D, C., Sept. 7.—Speaker Jus 
tice ofsthe Nortii Carolina house of repre- 
sentatives, leading counsel for the state of 
North Carolina in the Southern railway rate 
hearing case, now going on here, sprung & 
surprise on the rallway officials today at the 
hearing before Judge Montgomery, the mas- 
ter in chancery. He demanded that the 
Southern Railway company’s books be pro- 
duced in order that certain points along 
whieh Controller Plant had testified might 
be verified by an expert accountant in the 
presence of Mr. Justice, Mr. Plant, and Judge 
Montgomery. 

Mr. Justice stated that his object tn secur- 
ing the books wae to show that the Southern 
Rallway company by a subterfuge was con- 
cealing the amount of salaries paid to the 
officers of the company. R 

Mr. Piant declared that he would allow no 
accountant to go into his office and make a 
dragnet investigation of his books. Judge 

tgomery ruled that counsel for North 
Carolina could see any entries made on Mr. 
Plant’s books verified in the presence of the 
master and Mr. Plant himself, but that the 
books could not be opened for public inspeo- 


Source of Salaries Questioned. 

These developments were brought about 
ae the result of 4 question Mr. Justice put 
to Mr. Plant as to whether the officers of the 
Southern railway company and of some of 
the lines in which the Southern owns stock 
were receiving salaries from such lines. Mr. 
Plant testified that they did not receive any 
salaries from other roads. 
It was then that Mr. Justice declered his 
object was to prove that the Southern rail- 
way company by a subterfuge was conceal- 
ing the amounts paid to the officers of that 
company. 

Counsel in Angry Retort. 
Counsel Thom of the Southern railway, 
with considerable feeling; resented what he 
regarded as Mr. Justice's assumption. He 
declared that it was utterly without founda- 
tion, was offensive, and that it could not 
be justified in lega] ethics. Mr. Justice re- 
plied that Mr. Thom’s language was uneth- 
ical and offensive. 

“If Col, Andrewe and Mr. Finley, by the 
vote of the stockholders of the Southern 
railway company in other roads or by the [n- 
fluence of the Southern in other roads, are 
paid saiaries by them,’’ Mr. Justice declared, 
“then the Southern in consideration of that 
fact gets the services of these gentlemen at 
lesa than what it otherwise would have to 
pay, and we are entitled to know it.” 

Mr. Justice reiterated his demand for the 
production of Mr. Plant’s books that his 
testimony be verified. Judge Montgomery 
settled the disputed question by declaring 
that Mr. Plant’s testimony could be verified 
in the presensce of himself and Mr. Plant. 


LEFFINGWELL PARTY IS SAFE. 


Members Escaped Over Ice After Ship 
Sank—Expected to Return to the 
United States at Once. 


—_—_—_— 
Cable dispatches from London yesterday 
stated that the Leffingwell-Mikkelsen expe- 
dition to the frozen north was safe. The 
members; of the party, which set out from 
Chicago last winter, including Ernest De 
Koven Leffingwell, a Member of the Univer- 
sity of Chicage faculty; Capt. J/~inar Mikkel 
sen of Norway, and their crew, it was stated, 
had crossed the ice to a place of safety after 
theirship, the Duchess of Bedford, had sunk. 
The dispatch. was sent to the London 
Evening News from Gibbon, Alaska, and ex- 
plained. that no, member of the’expedition 
‘had been lost. It is expected now that the 


‘iparty will return immediately to the United 


States. Leffingwell, before he left for the 
north, said he would be back in Chicago by 
November or December. 

The expedition was not in search of the 
north pole. It was purely in the interests of 
science. . Mr. Lefingwell hoped to test the 
depth of the Arctic ocean in certain places, 
to explore what wae declared to. be an un- 
known continent north of Alaska, and to ob- 
serve taffical and geological formations 
peculiar to the arctic region. : 


GARNSEY STIRS CANAL BOARD. 


‘Drainage Body to Send Each Member 
of Legislaturé Its Views on Con- 
troversy at Joliet. 


The fight begun by Attorney John H. Garn- 
sey of Joliet against senate bill 544, which 
‘gives the sanitary district power to complete 
the sanitary canal through Joliet and as- 
sume its: control, has stirred the drainage 
board to vigorous action. The initial step in 
combating opposition to the bill willbe taken 
this week, when each member of the legis- 
lature will receive from the drainage board 
a concise statement on the controversy, a 
résumé of the senate bill giving it the desired 
authority, and a statement showing the ben- 
efits expected to be given the genera! public 
by the enactment of the bill. Members of the 
drainage board maintain the entire opposi- 
tion to the proposed legislation comes from 
the owners of the Economy Light and Power 
company of Joliet, and that the recent de- 
rogatory statements of Attorney Garnsey 
are misleading.

DREAD REBATE SUSPICION. 


Matter of Two Cent Rate to New York 
Will Be Considered. 


The Standard on company shies when a 
railroad company or association tenders its 
officers money unless it is accompanied by 
papera showing the tender ts legal and can- 
not possibly be construed into a rebate. 

The mileage bureau of the Western Passen- 
ger association attempted to return the 
Standard Oil company $1,776.50 for the re- 
demption of 187 mileage credentials which 
had been recalled, but the draft was returned 
pending an investigation by the legal ue- 
partment of the Standard Oil company. 

Under the old basis of interstate rates of 8 
cents per mile the railroad companies in the 
Western Passenger association organized a 
mileage bureau, with Dben HB. Macleod as 
joint agent, and issued a mileage credentia! 
at $10, which was later redeemed at $9.50 
when the passenger had bought tickets at 
the regular rate for 1,000 miles, the 50 cents 
being retained for the support of the bureau. 
This had the effect of giving the regular 
traveling man a rate of 2 cents per mile. 


Oause of Their Action. | 

‘When the western lines made the inter 
state rateg on the basis of 2 cents a mile the 
mileage credential was no necessary 
and notice was given that such credentials 
would be redeemed by the bureau at their 
face value without regard to the number of 
miles traveled. The Standard Of1 company 
returned 187, which had been in use by its 
representatives. 

In due time the bureau sent the company a 
check, but the fine recently imposed by Judge 
Landis made the company look at the refund 
in a different light, and the draft was re- 
turned, and the legal department wrote to 
the general passenger agents of the various 
lines asking for copies of the circular an- 
nouncing the redemption and if such circu- 
lars had been regularly filed with the com- 
mission, if so, when, and if the action had 
official cognizance. In the meantime the 
mileage bureau is holding the draft for the 
refund. 

The matter of a 2 cent rate from Chicago 
to New York will be considered at the meet- 
ing of the Central Passenger association, 
which convenes next Wednesday in the as- 
sociation rooms, on the ninth floor of the 
Tribune building. The tariffs are all pre- 
pared, and the adoption is a mere matter of 
legal advice. The pending fight on the legal- 
ity of the Pennsylvania 2 cent passenger 
rate law may delay the adoption if the 
state commission be enjoined from putting 
the rate into. effect. The present rate to New 
York is based on 2.19 cents per mile, and if 
reduced to a flat basis of 2 cents will reduce 


the present through rate $2. 


Agents Get Down to Business. 

The executive committee of the American 
Association of General Passenger and Ticket 
Agents will meetin Chicago next Wednesday 
to discuss.the subjects which will be consid- 
ered at the meeting of the association Oct. 
15 in Washington, D. C. 

The selection of the capital for the meet- 
ing was caused by the numerous subjects 
which will be considered that will have to 
have the sanctfon of the commission before 
they can be put ifn effect, and for that reason 
the members desired to be where quick action 
could be obtained. 

Unlike previous years, the members of the 
association will proceed to Washington as 
they desire, and special) trains bearing large 
banners will be taboeed. It is given out by 
President Stone that the meeting will be for 
the purpose of transacting business and the 
social features which marked other conven- 
tions will be cut out.

the world of music lost a master who so far 
as individualism along nationalistic Ines is 
- & concerned has had but few equals. ere 
7% __siohave been composers with a musical per- 
gonality larger than was that of Grieg’s 
and whose utterances have been voiced in 
more commanding and louder tonés, but in 
pone have individuality and nationality been 
as unfailingly and insistently present as in 
him. Chopin told of the wrongs, the sad- 
ness, the gayety and the romance of Poland 
in-much of his music, but there are also many 
of his compositions which while disclosing 
hfs unmistakable personality contain vir- 
tually no trace of Polish musical character- 
istics. Dvorak has given a place jm the art 
music world to much that is essentially Bo- 
hemian as regards both rhythem and melody, 
but he too composed a major number of works 
which are freé from this nationalistic flavor. 
His gifted compatriot of whom 
our concert going public unfortunately knows 
put little, is more consistently and uniformly 
Bohemian in nearly all that he wrote, and it 
js in him in fact that the nearest counter-

The scenes are 
Mexi-American, and Spanish players, men 
and women, have’ been brought from the 
City of Mexico for most of the parts needing 
either Spanish utterance or Spanishly broken 
English. That leaves no chance for the 
critics to cayil.

Count Tolsto! wrote, in “ Anna Karenina,” 
according to the conscensus of expert opin- 
ion, the greatest purely psychological novel 
of the rfineteenth century. That was thirty 
years or so ago. Since then dramatists 
throughout the world have been attracted 
by ite tremendous clash ofopposed natures, 
leading with the unrelenting force of real- 
istic misery to the heroine’s pitiable doom; 
and every one of the playmakers has falled 
because the novelist dealt masterfully with 
states of mind, while drama must express 
itself through activities. The latest play 
from “ Anna Karenina” has been made for 
Virginia Harned. A Frenchman, Edmond 
Guinraud, saw in the dispassionate, pene- 
trating probing of a woman’s elopement 
from an unsympathetic husband, and her 
miserable return to him, a second “ Frou- 
Frou,”’ and he endeavored to use the Tolstol 
book to that end. An American, Thomas 
William Broadhurst, brother of the better 
known George of the Broadhursts, saw in 
the Frenchman’s triangle a tearful ‘‘ East 
Lynne." Thus Tolstoi’s novel, similar to 
both those fictions in posture of persons and 
sequence of incidents, but utterly dissimilar 

in purpose, is served to rend tears from the 
eyes instead of thoughts from the brain. 

Looking as usual to the third act of “ Anna 
.. Karenina ” for the highest reach of interest, 

there is found the work in about equal parts 
of Novelist Tolstoi, Dramatizer Guiraud, and 
Adapter Broadhurst. We have seen the 
meeting of Count Karenin’s yirtuous 
lonesome and discontented wife with the 
fascinating Vronsky, and their experience 
at the racetrack, where the young noble- 
man, made reckless by her repulse of his 
love, is thrown from his horse at a hurdle, 
and Anna’s terror reveals her true feeling 
for him. The third act is at the Karenin 
home. Karenin has Hterally dragged his 
wife from the officer’s inclosure at the Tsar- 
koe-Selo racecourse. He accuses her of fa- 
voring Vronsky as her lover, endeavoring to 
draw a confession from her by brute force, 
yet making it evident that it is far less jeal- 
ousy of her than regard for his position in 
society and in high government employ that 
incenses him. She declares stanchly that 
only friendship exists between herself and 
the young officer, admitting only that he 
spoke to her alone before the race. 

Karenin has her by the throat when they 
are interrupted by a message from the track. 
Terror stricken, Anna jumps at the conclu- 
sion that Vronsky has died from his fall. 
With a sneering leer Karenin confirms her 
fears. Then, in a vehement outburst, she ac- 
cuses herself of having sent Vronsky to his 
death; that though she has denied it she does 
love him, and that, were he alive, she would 
leave her husband for him. Seeing the dan- 
ger, Karenin assumes a gentle tone and ad- 
vises her to retire to the country for a time 
with their son. Then her eyes fall upon the 
message. Vronsky is not dead. She turns 
upon her cold, bitter husband and proclaims 
her intention to elope with Vronsky. He re- 
plies he will never divorce her to let them 
marry. Nevertheless, she rushes from the 
house. Karenin; terrorized by the sure effect 
a scandal may have on his public career, 
grasps at thagmeans to bring her back. He 
calls for their child, takes.the boy in his 
arms, and, filnging open a window, carries 
him out on a balcony overlooking the park 
through which Anna is fleeing. Concealed 
from view, he wrenches the boy’s arm so that 
he calls repeatedly, “ Mother! Mother!’’ To 
this call the frantic woman returns, and folds 
the boy In her arms, while the triumphant 
Karenin looks on, malevolently. Virginia 
Harned acts Anna, with traits and sorrows 
from “ Frou-Frou ” and Lady Isobel, in her 
best manner of tearful appeal and hysterical 
vehemence. John Mason gives a right con- 
trast of cold authority as the husband. If 
this third act were the next to the last there 
would be no doubt as to the success, but there 
are two more which places the “ big scene ”’ 
in the middle of the play. However, the au- 
dience is thoroughly satisfied.

The fifth “straight” play, “The Other 
House,’ goes zigzag after all. You had it in 
Chicago as ‘“‘ Poor John,” and know that in 
it the brothers Paulton sought to evolve 
fun from “ Faust’’ by means of a para- 
phrase.

It is t it is possible to burn “Tilinois 
coal -witbout producing smoke, and that 
he will show the manufacturers how to do 
it.

There are, for 
instance, many large apartment buildings 
which burn Illinois coal because it is 
cheap. They emit much binck smoke. 
If the manufacturers and others are 
tractable and the smoke cloud is rolled 
away great will be Mr. Bird’e glory. A 
thankful community will rise up and call 
him blessed. But it may be that the 
smoke inspector will find out after he has 
been in office a few weeks that the smoke 
producers of Ohicago are not quite so 
docile and teachable as he would like to 
have them. Iilinois coal as used by them 


| may refuse to be smokeless. 


Then a suffering public will scoffingly 
remind Mr. Bird of his promises and ad- 
vise the mayor to get another and a bet- 
ter man. Nobody should envy Mr. Bird 
his berth, though it is worth $4,000 a 
year. Nobody has yet won any fame in 
the place, 


CHICAGO PAYS 
During the last ten year$ the telephone 
users of Chicago have paid over $6,000,- 
000 to the American Bell company, an 
eastern corporation. That money cannot 
be recovered, but the payment of tribute 
on a grander scale can be prevented. 
In some way which never has been 
satisfactorily explained the Bel) com- 
pany, at the time of thegorganization of 
the local company, became the owner of 
52 per cent of its first issue of stock. 
That it paid cash for that controlling in- 
terest is generally believed. It has the 
control still and will retain it. More than 
half the dividends paid will-continue to 
flow down east to fill the treasury of an 
alien corporation, 
Chicago would be milked even worse 
for the benefit of that corporation if the 
pending télephone ordinance were to pass 
unchanged. The net profits woukd in- 
crease. If, as is alleged, the ordinance 
will cheapen the service for many there 
would be a great increase in the volume 
of business and a materia) increase ! 
the net profits. If the rates were not re- 
duced profits would still be greater be- 
cause of the steadily growing demand for 
telephone service, 
Last year the American Bell company 
took out of Chicago as its share of the 
net earnings of the local company, ex- 
clusive of what it exacted in royalties, 
nearly three-quarters of a million. This 
year it will take out more. It would soon 
be taking out a million if the ordinance 
were to pass as it stands, and in ten 
years more than twice that much. 
Are the aldermen prepared to sanction 
the collection of a rapidly increasing trib- 
ute by the American Bell company? Not 
if they have at heart the interests of the 
community. If they rank Chicago above 
the American Bell company they will in- 
sist on a larger percentage of the net 
earnings for the city and a smaller per- 
eentage for the company, They will limit 
the dividends to 7 per cent instead of 10. 
. Any body of men less rapacious than 
those who control the American Bell com- 
pany would grasp with delight as safe an 
investment as guaranteed 7 per cent stock 
in a company which was to monopolize 
the Chicago telephone business for twen- 
ty years. : 


PROCONSUL OF THE PHILIPPINES. 

Now comes the Spectator of London 
and proposes that at the close of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s term he be made pro- 
consul of the Philippines with the com- 
mission to bring those islands up to the 
modern standard of civilization and ad- 
ministration. No doubt other things will 
be. suggested before the last is heard of 
Mr. Roosevelt, but the list is now a long 
‘one. He is to be senator from New 
York, president of Harvard university, 
editor of a New York daily paper, general 
manager of the Panama canal, and so on. 
Almost any one of these suggestions is 
more practical than this latest one. 

The Spectator compares the task to 
which it proposes to set Mr. Réosevelt to 
that which Lord Cromer has just, re- 
signed. There is a difference, however 
It was possible to give’Lord Cromer great- 
er powers than those with which ths 
American people would intrust even Mr. 
Roosevelt. From a legal standpoint the 
president of the United States is at the 
present day more absolutely the autocrat 
of the Philippines than the czar is of 
Russia, but public opinion limits the pow- 
er of the executive, and congress, which 
placed this power in the president’s hands 
until further legislation is enacted, would 
not confer absolute power for a definite 
period upon a govemgnor of the Philip- 
pines. — 

In other respects than its chance of 
realization the suggestion is a good one, 
‘The startling amount of energy which 
Mr. Roosevelt habitually displays would 
be none too much for a man given the 
duty of solving all the problems of the 
Philippines, and the many years which in 
all probability remain to him to live would 
not be too long a time for the work. It 
would be flattering to the Filipinos to 
have put immediately over them the man 
who has been for an important period the 
highest official of the United States and 
one of the half dozen most conspicuons 
figures in the world. But nothing ts more 
unlikely thah that this suggestion will be 
taken seriously either by President Roosc- 
velt. or by the American people in gen- 
era]. Other ways will be found to utilize 
his energy and the ultimate solution of 
the Philippime problem will be found not 
in the rule of a proconsu) but in the work 
¢f the schoo! teacher, fitting the Filipinos 
fer a large measure of self-government. 


CARELESS CONSTRUCTION. 
Electricity is proving itself one of the 
most useful servants of mankind. But it 
is also one of the most dangerous things 
in modern life. If the safeguards are 
used which have been devised the danger 
is minimized. Workmen who are care- 
ful have no difficulty in handling tho 
wires. A bit of carelessness, however, 
means certain death. That there is a 
good deal of danger to the public gener- 


by accidents which indicate a lack of 
proper care on the part of the street car 
companies which use electricity as a mo- 
tive power. 

The latest instance was the panic 
caused by the falling of a trolley wire on: 
top‘of-a car. The shower of sparks 
frightened the passengers, nine of whom: 
were injured ‘as they struggled to get 
away from the threatening danger of: fire.

THE JUDGES SHOULD INVESTIGATE. 

Sheriff Strassheim wishes “a commit- 
tee of the judges” to investigate the jail. 
He seems to be of the opinion that there 
can be no investigation unless he shall 
authorize one. The judges do not have to 
await his invitation. It is the duty of 
those sitting in the Criminal court to 
make an investigation at least six times 
a year, 

Hitherto they have left the matter to 
the grand jury. Everybody knows what 
kind of an inquiry that body usually 
makes The jailer knows when the 
grand jurors are coming and tidies up che 
jail. The visitors troop through it. They 
listen to the jafler’s statement that if the 
county board were more liberal in its ap- 
propriations he could keep things in better 
shape. They taste the food. They ask 
few or no questions, and retire to report 
that everything is in fair condition. They 
never attempt to-go beneath the surface. 

It is believed that the judges will in- 
vestigate, not because the sheriff has in- 
vited them to, but because a series of jail 
scandals makes such attion by them nec- 
essary. The inquiry should be a search- 
ing one, but it need not be conducted in 
accordance with the ideas of the sheriff. 
He wants a formal trial “in which testi- 
mony will be heard.” Probably he 
would like to be represented by a lawyer, 
well supplied with arguments and objec- 
tions, who would spin out proceedings to 
an interminable length. 

All the law requires of the judges is 
to ascertain jail conditions. They can do 
that in any way they please without con- 
sulting the sheriff. All the public asks 
is that they be expeditious as well as thor- 
ough, so that politics and nepotism may 
not hold unchecked rule over the jail. 
The judges can reform conditions consid- 
erably if they choose. 


THE BUBONIC PLAGUE. 

San Francisco, which objected to the 
interference of the federal government in 
the school question, is glad to remember 
that it is a part of the United States 
when the danger of the plague threatens, 
Only the nation can exercise sufficient 
authority and command sufficient re- 
sources to stamp out the plague. The 
commerce of San Francisco with the ori- 
ent has increased so rapidly during the 
hast ten years that the opportunities for 
the plague to reach the city have been 
multiplied many times, while the general 
disturbance. of the life of the city caused 
by the earthquake has made it easier for 
the plague to seize a foothold. 

The way in which it is propagated is 
a matter of some dispute. Certain au- 
thorities believe it is disseminated by the 
rat, just as yellow fever is disseminated 
by the mosquito. Hence a general at- 


effects of the discovery of the plague. 
Other authorities draw from their experi- 
ences the conclusion that it is a dust dis- 
ease. It has been observed that a person 
with unbroken skin may handle the body 
of a victim of the plague, may eat from 
the same dish, or sleep in the same bed 
without catching the disease, but a tiny 
scratch on the hand or the face afford- 
ing a momentary lodging to the d f 
the street will admit the poison into the 
system. 

If the latter theory is the correct one 
quarantine is almost useless when the 
disease once has entered the city. In San 
Francisco, which always has been famous 
for its dust and where since the earth- 
quake the earth is constantly being dug 
up, overturned, and blown in clouds about 
the city, the danger is great and can be 
met only by rigorous measures. The Unit- 
ed States government will act at once. 
Only the federal authority can exercise 
an atiequate supervision over vessels en- 
tering the Golden Gate t prevent a 
worse calamity than the earthquake de- 
stroying the reviving prosperity of the 
city of San Francisco.

cages of spying, railroad wrecking, tele- 
graph wire cutting, etc., om the part of the 
Boers. It was a difficult post, requiring 
much sobriety of judgment in a moment 
when the sense of justice of all those around 
him was neceesarily warped by the inflam- 
ing passion of war, and he fulfilled his duties 
so well that on the restoration of peace he 
was appointed aseistant colonial secretary 
of the conquered territory, where his con- 
cillatory manner and his reputation for fair- 
ness did much to reconcile the Boers to 
British rule.

Like his gifted and brilliant father, the late 
marquis of Dufferin, he ts descended from 
Richard Brinsley Sheridan and was educated 
at Harrow, and at Baliol college, Oxford.

Young Lord Caledon, who after having had 
& warrant issued for his arrest by the Hert- 
fordshire magistrates for driving his motor 
at the rate of near fifty miles an hour through 
the town of Stevenage, has now been heavily 
fined and deprived of his license for a term 
of twelve months, is the owner of the house 
in Carlton House terrace which for several 
years past has been the London residence 
of Mr. and Mrs, Anthony J. Drexel of Phila- 
delphia. Lord Caledon is only 22 years of 
age, and has had already crowded into hs 
brief career a number of exciting experi- 
ences, chief among which was his narrow 
escape from perishing in the flames in the 
house at Eton in which two of his school- 
mates were killed. Lord Caledon was badly 
burned on that occasion and came in fora 
g004 deal of praise for the pluck which he 
showed in endeavoring to resoue his iIl- 
fated school fellows. 

Like so many other Irish peers, his family 
—namely, that of Alexander—is of Scotch 
origin and wae founded, as far as the emerald 
isle is concerned, by a- Scotch Presbyterian 
divine who settled in Ireland in the reign 
of James I. His great-grandson, James 
Alexander, entered the service of the British 
Bast India company, filled a number of high 
offices in Hindustan, returned to Ireland 
with a fortune sufficiently large fo cause 
him to be nicknamed “ the nabob,"’ and for 
several years represented the city of Derry 
in the Irish parliament at Dublin. Neédless 
to add that he was an active supporter of the 
government. Indeed, Grattan, Lord Castle- 
ragh, afterwards Lord Londonderry, Lord 
Cornwallis, and Sir Jonah Barrington all lay 
stress on the assistance which he gave to the 
government in the destruction of Ireland's 
legislative autonomy and in bringing about 
the union. It was for this that he was cre- 
ated earl of Caledon, Caledon being the name 
of his country place in County Tyrone. His 
son, the second earl, was the first English 
governor of the Cape of Good Hope on its 
acquisition by Great. Britain and gave his 
name to a district in the Orange River col- 
ony. The late and fourth earl was a soldier, 
served through the Egyptian campaign, an 
true to the political principles of the firs 
peer, voted as a representative peer of Ire- 
land against the home rule bill of Mr. Glad- 
stone. e

His son, the present earl, a good looking, 
popular young fellow, with little of the 
Scotch caution, but with much of the Irish 
wildness of his family, has inherited the po- 
litical views of his father and of his ances- 
tors. It was only by a humble apology to 
the board of magistrates of Hertfordshire 
that Lord Caledon escaped with a fine in 
lieu of a term of imprisonment, which his 
judges were at first determined to inflict 
upon him, and with the ever growing popu- 
lar exasperation in England against reckless 
driving there is no doubt that ere long we 
shall see peers of the realm behind the bars, 
convicted of endangering the lives of their 
less exalted fellow citizens.

Among the many interesting questions to 
which the lord bishop of London, who ar- 
rived in this country yesterday, will be called 
upon to reply will be those concerning hig 
cathedral church—namely, St. Paul’s cathe- 
dral—which, according to the report of a 
government commission of inquiry just is- 
sued, is in serious danger of collapse, owing 
to the condition of the foundations, which 
have been gravely affected by the shifting 
and changes of the soil during the last 200 
years. Indeed, the report insists that ex- 
tensive and costly work in the way of re- 
construction and strengthening of the foun- 
dations of the vast edifice will have to be 
undertaken without delay if a disaster is to 
be averted.

St. Paul's is a familiar landmark to every 
American who hag ever visited London, and 
on Dec. 2 next it will celebrate the two hun- 
dred and tenth anniversary of its consecra- 
tion. Originally the site of a temple of 
Diana, King BEthelbert built a Christian 
church there in 860. After the Norman con- 
quest the erection of a cathedral was com- 
menced, but was not completed until the 
reign of Henry I. It was a big building, 600 
feet long, 120 feet wide, topped by a fine spire. 
The high altar had a European reputation in 
those days for ite magnificence. At the 
west end was the Great St. Paul's cross, with 
the open air pulpit, where Sunday after 
Sunday eminent divines preached in the 
open air to the mayor and aldermen, who 
were occasionally joined by the king inj his 
royal robes and attended by thecourt. By 
the time that James I ascended thd throne 
the grand old building was sadly in need of 
repair, having been damaged by lightning, 
and he intrusted Inigo Jones to undertake 
the work of restoration. These restorations 
were bitterly condemned by his contempo- 
taries, but were wiped out of existence, 
along with the cathedral itself, by the great 
fire of London. 
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It was then that the task of reconstructing 
the cathedral was confided to Sir Christo- 
phern Wren, who was undoubtedly influenced 
in his designs by the impression made upon 
him by the great Basilica of &. Peter at 
Rome. 

It bids fair to become from henceforth the 
resting place for England's illustrious dead 
now that Westminster abbey is so crowded 
with tombs that there is literally no more 
room left for interments there. The great 
duke of Wellington, Bngland’s most famous 
admiral, Lord Nelson; Reynolds, Turner, and 
Samuel Johnson already lie beneath the 
dome of St. Paul's, and while it may be 
Woubted whether it will ever become a 
mausoleum of the reigning house, yet the 
cathedral church of the bishop of London’is 
in a fair way to succeed Westminster abbey 
as the Walhalla of the British empire.

Father’s Suit Is Spurn 

Some years ago, when the girl's father, 
Roland Bonaparte, endeavored to obtain the 
hand of Princess Letitia Bonaparte, widow 
of the late duke of Aosta, whose income is in 
no sense of the word in common with her 
extravagant tasted her brother-in-law, King 
Humbert, and at @ later period her nephew, 
the present ruler of Italy, indignantly de- 
clined to consider his matrimonial aspire- 
tions on the ground that the unsavory source 
of his wealth, and the questionable charac- 
ter of his birth and parentage, rendered any 
marriage with a princess of the reigning 
house of Savoy impossible. 

The fortune of Marie Bonaparte is, like 
that of her father, derived from the greatest 
gambling establishment in the world—name- 
ly: that of Monte Carlo, which has been 
rightly described as the plague spot of Eu- 
rope, and where the number of suicides who 
have taken their lives after being ruined at 
the tables, and lie buried in the principality, 
exceeds the number of its living population. 
Nor can Marie Bonaparte’s lineage be said 
to be in any way superior to that of her 
father. If anything it is worse, for if his 
mother was the daughter of a journeyman 
plumber, and his maternal grandfather a 
concierge janitor, her mother was a daughter 
of old Francis Blanc, whe had risen from 
croupier at the public gaming tables at Wies- 
baden to be the creator and principal owner 
of the great public gambling hell on the 
island of Monaco, 

Roland's father, Prince Peter Bonaparte, 
was one of the younger sons of the great em- 
peror’s youngest brother, Lucien, the only 
brother who, owing to his refusal to submit 
to the will of Napoleon in matters domestic 
and political, Was compelled to forego any 
share in the thrones which the mighty Cor- 
sican distributed so lavishly ameng the other 
members of his family. Peter not only lived 
but also fought in America. He spent a con- 
siderable time in Bordentown, N. J., with his 
father’s brother, ex-King Joseph Bonaparte 
of Spain, and where he was in frequent 
trouble with the local authorities by reason 
of the unbridled violence of his character. 
He then took part in the wars in Central 
America, seeing a good deal of service under 
the Colombian Gen. Santander. 


> 
Kills Keeper While Poaching. 

Returning to Italy he, while engaged in 
poaching, had the misfortune to kill a game- 
keeper, and, thrown into’prison and charged 
with murder, he managed to effect his es- 
cape, and came again to the United States, 
this time as a fugitive from justice, and led 
@ precarious existence here until the over- 
throw of King Louis Philippe, and the elec- 
tion of his first cousin, Napoleon IILI., te she 
presidency of the republic. Napoleon III. 
by no means relished the relationship of 
this particularly black sheep of his family, 
and was greatly displeased at his coming 
to Paris, But he eventually agreed to give 
him an allowance of some $20,000 a year, on 
the condition that he would remain alto- 
gether in the background, and make no at- 
tempt to figure at any court ceremonies or 
in any official functions. Peter complied 
with these stipulations, and little was heard 
of him until in January, 1870, he shot down 
in the drawing room of his house in the Rue 
d@’Auteuil, in the suburbs of Paris, the un- 
armed and defenseless. journalist, Victor 
Noir, who had called upon him with Ulric de 
Fonvielle—at his invitation—in order to ar- 
range for a duel between him and their prin- 
cipal, Paschal Grousset. 

The murder was of such a particularly 
brutal and cowardly nature that it excited 
a storm of indignation throughout France, 
and, of course, entailed the publication far 
and wide of all the unsavory incidents of 
the prince’s career in Italy, in America, and 
in France. Tried for his lifegt Tours, he 
was acquitted of the charge of murder, but 
sentenced to pay heavy damages to the 
family of his victim, which they refused to 
receive. This outcome of the trial gave rise 
to great popular dissatisfaction. Indeed, 
the entire affair created such an outburst 
of animosity and of denunciation, not only 
of Peter himself, but of the entire Bona- 
parte family, that it has generally been re- 
garded as having been one of the chief con- 
tributory causes of the downfall-of the em- 
pire in September of the same year. 


~~ 
Ordered to Leave France. 


Immediately after the trial Prince Peter 
was ordered by his cousin, Napoleon IL, 
to leave the country, and withdrew to Bel- 
gium, where the outbreak of the war found 
him. After Sedan his allowance stopped and 
finding his appeals to Napoleon III. ignored 
he proceeded to England. On one memorable 
occasion he made an attempt to secure an 
interview with the ex-emperor at Chisle- 
huret, but was met in the grounds by Em- 
press Eugenie, who not only ordered him off 
the place, but threatened to invoke the aid 
of the police unless he quitted England at 
once. He thereupon withdrew to Belgium, 
leaving in England Justine Rufflin, and the 
two children whom she had borne him, name- 
ly, Roland and Jeanne, now married to the 
marquis de Villeneuve. There has always 
been a certain amount of doubt and mystery 
as to the nature of the union of Prince Peter 
with Justine Ruffin. According to the laws 
of France which were in force throughout 
the reign of Napoleon III., no member of his 
family oould contract a valid marriage with- 
out his sanction.

$8,000. This more even division would make 
the series lese of a gamble for the player® 
and remove the danger of secret agreements 
between opposing players to nullify the 
whole arrangement by dividing their shares 
equally, win or lose This was done in 1905 
in the series between New York and Philadel- 
phia, but the Chicago players were made of

Keene’s Great Record. 

By winning the Flatbush and Century 
stakes with Colin and Ballot, respectively, 
James R. Keene established a world’s record 
for stake winnings. The best previous fig- 
ures for a single season were $826,335, scored 
by the horses owned by Mr. Edmond Blanc, 
the famous French turfman, tn 1904. Mr. 
Keene's new record is $332,701, his great 
racing stable having won this amount since 
the opening of the present season. 

Colin has swelled his stake winnings to 

, $102,800, the largest amount won thie year 
by any horse in training. With numerous 
of great value yet to be run, it is not 
robable that Mr. Keene will pass the 
000 mark before the eastern turf cam- 
paign is Concluded. Ballot has now won 
about $50,000 as a 3.year old and still has 
several important engagements to fill. 
It has been the general belief for some time 
that by a carefully laid plan Peter Pan was 
gent after the easy plums this season and 
that when he had done his share of the work 
he was sent itno temporary retirement in 
order to let Ballot have a chance to show his 


mettle. 
Ballot Much the Best. 

Ballot ran an excellent race that showed 
how far he outclassed all the other 3 year 
olds now that Peter Pan is retired.

McCarter and 
Frank Gill, both winners of big stakes at 
Saratoga, vainly tried to race up to Ballot 
after a mile had been covered, but the Voter 
colt gimply galloped them weary.

Showing Is Remarkable. 


This was all the more remarkable from the 
fact that in some of the classes where ordi- 
narily the entries would be most numerous 
here was a marked decrease in nominations 
owing to the fact thet the extreme speed of 
Sonoma Girl, Highball, and other high class 
green trotters had been so extensively ex- 
ploited by the newspapers that only men who 
had what looked like 2:10 or better nags when 
the entries to the early events closed felt like 
engaging their horses in that sort of com- 


pany. . 


At Boston the result was much the same, 
both as to the matter of entries to the slow 
classes and the daily attendance. Absolute 
prohibition of betting was announced by the 
Massachusetts authorities months before the 
purse@ cloéed, and it was argued that not 
only would this fact keep many horses away, 
but also that the public would not patronize, 
im @ profitaDle manner, a meeting where the 
stimulant of speculation was absent. Toadd 
to the troubles of the New Englanders a fire 
destroyed the grandstand such a short time 
previous to race week it was impossible todo 
more than erect a temporary structure for 
the shelter of the crowd. , 


Proves a Great Success. 


Yet in spite of all these handicaps the at- 
tendance at Boston was the largest for many 
years, and the meeting was a successful one. 
On this point a Boston paper says: 

The meeting was one of the best ever held under 

the auspices of the New England Trotting Horse 
Breeders’ association. The attendance from the 
opening to the closing day was moat gratifying, 
and on Wednesday, Massachusetts day, it came 
close to the record, in spite of threatening weather 
and the lack of grandstand accommodations. 
Thousands went out well knowing they would have 
to stand and perhaps get a wetting. More than 
this, the quality of the crowd was » notable feat- 
ure, and we doubt not that many who have not 
been in the habit of patronizing race meetings took 
advantage of the absence of public betting to 
gratify their pleasure of seeing a contest, to testify 
their) esteem for the horse and their love of horse 
racing when conducted on a high plane. 
At Minneapolis last week tens of thou- 
sands of people were at the races every day, 
and it is well known the success of the en- 
terprise practically depends on the gate re- 
ceipts. Purses of grand circuit sizes are 
given, the $5,000 affair for 2:21 trotters hav- 
ing been a feature of the meeting for years, 
and the liberality with which the officials 
provide for the harness racing feature draws 
horses from all over the land, and their pres- 
ence assures an attendance which makes the 
fair a great financial success. 


Meeting at Milwaukee. 


This week at Milwaukee will be held the 
Wisconsin state fair, where betting is not al- 
lowed, but where the trotters and pacers 
practically are the t ole show. The attend- 
ance is something enormous, hotel accom- 
modations are at a premium. Many of the 
richest men in the northwest, beginning with 
James J. Hill, are breeders of trotting horses, 
and on a smaller scale hundreds of others, 
each generally a leading man in his own 
town, have a fancy in the same direction. 
All the way from_Chicago to Winnipeg are 
to be found stock farms, big and little, de- 
voted to the raising of trotting bred stock, 
ard practicall} the entire population of that 
section goes to some harness race meeting 
during the summer or fall. 

With ‘these facts in mind i[t is not difficult 
to see why trotting is in no way dependent 
on the sale of betting privileges for its popu- 
larity or its continuance in a profitable man- 
ner. Incidentally it may be said that the 
sale of liquor is not allowed at state or county 
fairs, and, for that matter, intoxicants al- 
ways have been barred at the grand circuit 
meetings at Boston and Hartford, while at 
many of the minor New England tracks the 
same rule is followed. 

The idea that gambling is a vital and neces- 
sary feature of harness racing has been care- 
fully fostered by people financially interested 
in forms of horse racing which, as has been 
demonstrated in Chicago and elsewhere, can- 
not profitably exist for one hour In the ab- 
sence of revenue from the gambHng end of 
the game. This false doctrine has been blind- 
ly accepted by many people interested in 
harness racing, but the events of the day are 
clearing their vision, and the man whose 
sight has been restored is not apt ta overlook 
or forget the fact.

Great Interest Is Shown in the 
Gans-Britt Fight Set 
for Tomorrow . 


TWO LABOR DAY UPSETS. 


Victories of Ketchell and Papke 
Not According to General 
Expectation.

Considerable interest is being manifestei 
in the outcome of.the Joe Gans-Jimmy Britt 
lightweight ‘champlonfiship battle scheduled 
to take place at San Francisco tomorrow aft- 
ernoon. This because of Britt's recent de- 
cisive victory over “‘ Batling*’ Nelson. That 
battle, im the opinion of a number of Frisco 
followers of the game, gives Jimmy a chance 
to lower Gans’ colors. 

Prior to Britt’s win over the once “ Dur- 
able Dane” a match between him and Gens 
would have been considered a joke, as Nelson 
beat him to «a fragzie at Colma two years 
ago, and “ Bat™ surely was outclassed by 
the colored man at Goldfield, Nev., on Labor 
day of last year. Of course no reliance can 
be ‘placed in fight ‘‘ dope,”’ but less than two 
months ago It did not require any “dope” 
to figure the standing of the three light- 
weights, as any tyro would have placed them 
in the following order: Gans, Nelson, Britt. 

Such was the standing of the men when 
Britt and Nelson signed articles for their last 
fight, and the general impression was the 
standing would remain unchanged; therefore 
Britt’s unexpected victory made him Gans’ 
logical opponent instead of Nelson, whom 
Joe went to the coast to wheedle into aretura 


match. 

When Gans started to Frisco for a battle 
with Nelson he had in miind a $40,000 purse 
which, it had been stated, Tex Rickard had 
offered for the fight. Nelson and his mana- 
ger also had their eyes on Tex’s reputed 
offer, but thought a victory over Britt, w2om 
they considered easy picking, would give 
them the trump hand when it came to signing 
articles tor a match with Joe. 

In fact they, Nelson and his manager, 
began dictating and acted as though they, 
and not Gans, were the “ whole thing ” and 
practically démanded the weight be set at 
132 pounds, a pound below the lightweignt 
limit. This was before Nelson went under 
before Britt, an occurrence which shifted 
the standing of the men, deprived Nelson of 
the pleasure of fighting Gans, and which took 
the dictatorial whip from the hands of his 


boss.

Britt's work in his battle with Nelson, it is 4 
said, was a revelation. He fought with bet- 
ter judgment, was faster on his feet, and 
with his hands, and had more steam behind 
his blows. In fact, he was like @ new Man 
and the manner in which he deported him- 
self surprised his most ardent admirers. 

Jimmy, it seems, had been taking excellent 
care of himself for nearly a year in anticipa- 
tion of a return match with Nelson, whom 
he always thought his inferior, and, having 
beaten “‘ Bat,”’ he naturally presumes he can 
beat Gans. Stranger things than that have 
happened, still it does not seem possible. 
Gane has been at the game a long while and 
during his career has met the best men in 
his division and the clase above it. There is 
nothing pertaining to the game that he is 
not thoroughly acquainted with, besides 
which he is an exceptionally hard hitter and 
game to the core. He has long been consid- 
ered the-most scientific man in the business, 
and algo the best and most accurate hitter 
of his weight. Britt algo is handy with his 
dukes, hut lacks the experience and the hit- 
ting powers of the colored man. 

It generally is comeeded that Gans will be 
returned the winner. Still, there appears 
to be a feeling of distrust among. those 
who frequently wager on ring events. 
Tris, I presume, because of Gans’ connection 
with numerous shady battles, and especially 
that with Britt about three years ago. Britt 
lost that contest on,.a foul in the fifth 
round, but [It is said it Was per previous dr- 
rangement. Gans repeatedly has stated he 
would like to get another whack at Britt, 
just to convince him and the sporting public 
that he is Jimmy's master. The opportunity 
to do so will come to him tomorrow.

The battles om Labor day furnished two 
surprises—Billy Ketchell’s victory over Joe 
Thomas and Billy Papke’s hurried knockout 
of Tommy Bullivan. Thp Ketchell-Thomas 
fight was the best of the day, as reports say

* blow off,” which came in the thirty-second 
round. 

Ketchell, it will be remembered, placed his 
name on the pugilistic roster on Independ- 
ence day, when he held Thomas to a twenty 
round draw and came near giving Joe his 
quietus in the fourteenth round.

the year from all Cook county, while in Chi- 
cago alone there are 12,587 men and women 
in the business. Thus it will be seen that 
despite the fact that peddling generally is, 
supposed a forlorn hope in making a living, 
the agent generally makes out somehow or 
strays into other paths that keep clear of 
Dunning. Another noticeable fact is that 
the people of this profession are entirely 
eliminated from the insane wards in spite 
of what might be thought the depressing 
and discouraging effects of the business. 

The statistics of the insane wards are more 
or less interwoven with the infirmary wards. 
Patients in the insane wards are often re- 
ceived through the infirmary or through other 
charitable avenues, although in a few cases 
they are those who can pay something but 
who cannot pay for hospital treatment.

Housework Leads the List. 

It is a striking fact that, looked at from 
both of these points of view, the role of hquse- 
worker seems the most thankless. In the in- 
firmary department it furnishes the greater 
number of women inmates, and from statis- 
tics of the insane ward it would seem the most 
risky way open to women instead of the 
safest, as often is pointed out. Here the 
houseworkers number 120, while those simply 
classed at housewives numer 175. 

The role of housewife seems the most risky 
of the two, as all who are classed under this 
are in the insane ward—" brought there, it 
may have been,” says the doctor, ‘* with 
worry over a husband's delinquencies.” If 
the fatt of being left to the county insane 
wards does not give foundation for this the- 
ory, the number indicates enough mental 
strain in ¢his work to put it In the dangerous 
class as a business, while the 120 ineane 
houseworkers, taken with the 175 insane 


n ®housewives, together with 5 insane men and 


12 insane women cocks, make a total of 812 
people who lest their wits over housework. 
Thirty-nine cooks and 314 houseworkers in 
the infirmary may be added to this number.

Does It Pay to Learn a Trade? 


: Under the classification of “ trades” there 
can be found a living satire here on almost 


every one that can be mentioned when look- 
ing at it from the point of view of a compe- 
tency against age or ill health. The system 
of furnishing work for as many as possible 
of the inmates which was put in about eight- 
een months ago has revealed the specific 
work formeriy done by many who before this 
have had to be classed doubtfully as just 
“trades.” This system carried to its logical 
conclusion with actual accounting in cash 
terms for ‘work done and a balance sheet 
between the county and the worker, as in- 
tended by Drs. Podstata end Wilhite, would 
result in the poorhouse being a place of hope 
regained instead of hope lost and put forever 
behind. 

Even as itis, the work done by the inmates, 
it is pointed out by John Walsh, the super- 
visor, separates them at once in appearance 
from the class that does not work. They 
form a kind of working aristocracy to the 
submerged ‘‘do less’ ones and show it tn 
manner, talk, and look, even though the only 
money remuneration may be a tip from doc- 
tors, nurses, or officials.

Locksmith of the Peorhouse. 

There is a small room in the basement 
which has a strange collection of hinges, 
locks, keys, and all sorts of metal] odds and 
ends, as extensive and complete an assort- 
ment as could be found in a hardware store, 
Everything here is cleaned, polished, assort- 
ed, and arranged in the most convenient way 
for use. Each and every bit of it was taken 
the junk heap by the man who runs it, 
“as good @ locksmith as you ever saw,” says 
Mr. Walsh. This junk heap is his source of 
supplies, the tools he uses are Umited, and 
yet every hinge, lock, or vise thet rusts 
or gets otherwise disordered is rejuvenated 
through this funny lUttle basement lockshop. 

There is a sewing machine man busily over- 
hauling sewing machines which had been 
condemned to the junk heap. The machines 
this man puts in order “ saves the price of 
that many new ones to the county,” say the 
officials. 

There is a shoeshop in which the foreman 
not only diredts the repairing of over 8,000 
shoes # year but works out lasts for the mak- 
ing of “ form" shoes for cripples—a “ trade 
by itself and one which he isn’t supposed to

know,” the foreman tells you. Nevertheless, 
it is well done. Fifteen in winter and about 
five in summer are those who are here by the 
way of the shoemaker’s trade, and the 
amount “ saved to the county "’ in this little 
shop is $1,700.

Saving Money for the County. 


Among the other trades that have con- 
tributed from their number are the fron 
workers and painters, who have rescued 350 
iron beds from the bed hospital in six months. 
“Two as fine mechanics as you ever saw 
are at the heed of this work,”’ says Super- 
visor Walsh. ‘‘ One has been put to the bad 
by rheumatism, and the other lost one eye 
through a bit of steel, and delayed having it 
removed too long to save the other.” The 
putting in new springs, or stretching old 
ones, painting, and generally rejuvenating 
altogether saves ‘to the county ” $4.50 on 
every bed fixed. 

“ At this work is one painter who was mak- 
ing $18 a week at his trade during the world’s 
fair. He was a young man then, and his 
father spent a lot of money to teach him his 
trade,” says Supervisor Walsh. Incidentally, 
this man, young yet in appearance, has loco- 
motor ataxia. The trade of the painter con- 
tributes abott fourteen here every winter, 
but few in summer. 

= . 


Each Does His Share of Work. 

There is a clockmaker whose feet and fin- 
gers have been frozen. There are carpen- 
ters, about five in winter and three in sum- 
mer. Three printers, one upholsterer, one 
chair bottom caner, a mattress maker, a half 
dosen tailors, as many barbers, a poul- 
try raiser, a blacksmith, some sweatshop 
workers, women and men, and a_ carpet 
weaver have found their way into the in- 
firmary. Most of them actually are in the 
position of making the county a gift of their 
services through‘ their willingness to work 
and through the system that has been start- 
ed. Jackets, blouses, overalis, from 400 to 
800 a month, are mended by the tailors. The 
mattress makers have made j,120 pillows. 

In the carpenters’ room there is a deaf 
carpenter who ence was master mechanic 
for the cabinet department at Pullman. This

The worst satire on the trades and their 
certainty of yielding a competency, however, 
is the case of the carpet weaver. “ There is 
the most expert carpet weaver In this town,” 
said the supervisor, pointing to a man who 
was hustling to get @ carpet over a line and 
get it beaten, ‘“ He is club footed and he 
goes until his feet become sore and then he 
has to come here until they get well. Ag s00n 
as he gets well enough he starts out and 
works until he is disabled again.” 

“That sewing machine man over there 
works as if his life and the sewing of the 
whole place depended upon him—it’s too 
funny,’ said an attendant. “ Asif everything 
depended upon It,” may be said of the carpet 
weaver, the carpenter, the shoemaker fore- 
man, and others in whom the “pride of work’”’ 
equivalent for exertion has lasted after fal:- 
ure of the money equivalent.

The trusts established and fixed trade 
elong ironclad lines, beside which the se- 
curity features of the established. trade of 
the prior era paled into insignificance. 

Coequal with the trusts’ advent came that 
fiercely strenuous competitive struggle we 
ell know but too well, and will continue 
to know as long as the producing cause re- 
mains a factor with us. 

By approved trust methods the traveling

“changed into the traveling clerk. Once the 
articles of manufacture are introduced there 
is no more need for the salesman with the 
trust firm—and usually it takes but a brief 
time to introduce the goods. They have 
the “art” down fine.

The clerk, too, in the store at 
home ‘will pick you up a handful each of Rio 
and Java coffee and let you smell them should 
you wish to note the difference, or allow you

Ifthe boss 
apparently wishes to shipwreck the céncern, 
the employé must travel in the direction the 
boss is going or there will be pulling in oppo- 
site directions, friction, and stoppage of la- 
bor. The employé must have faith in the boss 
and the boss’ methods. If he can’t have this, 
the sooner the business connection is severed 
and a new boss found, the better. If he is 
working for a boss who is a fossil, instead of 
a living man, let the employé look eleewhere 
for a boss, until he finds one with whom he 
can work in harmony.

Machinery Ruins the Trades; 
Few Apprentices Now Seen. 


HY. doesr’*t the modern young, 
Ww man of mediocre talent and good 
physique learn a trade? 
For several years the question 
has’ been coming up in the great 
milling centers of the country, where the 
experience of the mill owners is that five 
men are applicants for office work where 
one young man seeks to get into the opera- 
tive department of the mills. . ae : 

The mill iteelf, with ite multitudinous au- 
tematic machines and its minute complexi- 
tlee of detail, designed to do away with the 
necessity of the cunning human hand, an- 
swers thie question as it thunders on day 
and night, year after year. 

What isa trade? Thies is the counter ques- 
tion of the thundering mill. This is the 
mill's answer to the question of the mill 
owner. And if the mill owner, looking over 
is mifll today, shall decide in just what 
lines of his mill work the distinct tradesman 
has a distinct field for his skill, he will not 
venture to say that in one yeer or three or 
five years the improvements in machinery 
that-are to come may not wipe out all lines of 
demarkation which today distinguish his 
sk‘iied workmen from the mere tender upon 
an autometic machine.

One Trade Grows Into Thirty. 

The first skilled butcher killed, dressed, 
cut up, salted, and packed the butchered an!- 
mal. Ip the union stockyards of Chicago more 
than thirty distinct occupations are involved 
in butchering, and twenty rates of pay have 
been prescribed under union rules. Five 
years were required to teach the old ap- 
prenticed butcher; today under the maplike 
divisions of the butchered carcass a man 
may pick up many of the specialties to oper- 
ating fitness in as many days. 

At one time and only a few years ago the 
bricklayer and stonecutter had almost a per- 
fect organization as to encroaching special- 
izations.

Trade Has Undergone Revolution. 

“The barber trade has improved wonder-, 
fully, and has undergoné a tremendous evolu- 
tion,’ declared. a knight of the razor ins 
spotlessiy clean white frock, as he was rub- 
bing* In some witch hazel on the emooth 
face of a customer. ** barbers are better 
mechanics than they were twenty years ago. 
The sanitary conditiéns have been improved 
to an incalculable degree. Business has in- 
creased in volume about ten times, and with 
it the wages of the workers have risen. 

“In addition to shaving and hair cutting, 
which, of course, is the principal work ina 
barber shop, face massage, singeing, and 
shampooing form an important and well pay- 
ing part of the business. 

“ Phese things were luxuries a few years 
ago. Today, however, they are common, and 
in a few years will be among the necesaities. 
The reason why they are getting so common 
is. because men get better wages and are 
‘wilting to spend more. Fewer men shave 
themselves today thah did ten years ago, in 
spite of the fact that we have safety razors 
and all kinds of other devices. The reason 
for it is simple. A mah who is making good 
wages does not care to have the bother. Then, 
again, men have to hurry to work in the 
morning, and so they really have no time to 
shave themselves. en, too, shave oftener 
today than they did yearsago.

In fact, a 
number of men wishing to learn the barber 
trade dispense with colleges entirely and go 
direct into some country town where they 
find an opportunity to learn the trade. . 

The ranks of the city barbers, on the other 
hand, constantly are supplied by recruits 
from the country towns, and generafiy it is 
the country rather than the city boy who 
makes good at the trade fn the city. 

“ Yes,”"" commented the downtown barber,

I said awhile 
back that we guaranteed an absolute cure 
in every case where the patient agreed to 
take special treatment under the guidance 
of our ‘staff of eminent specialists ’’ and 
exactly foliowed our directions. And we 
were safe in offering this guaranty.

People Are Afraid to Complain. 

We were safe for three reasons; and if you 
closely examine the guaranty of cure offered 
you by @ proprietary medicine house or ad- 
vertising physician, I think you will fing 
those same three reasons applying. 

The great majority of people haven't got the 
nerve to insist on the forfeit even where the 
obligation has not been carried out by the 
guarantor. This is a remarkable fact, but 
so mathematically true that a mull order 
house can absolutely count on 90 per cent 
of its customérs making no resultant trou- 
ble, even.in @ case where there has been a 
gross breach of promise. It is the other 10 
per cent who make all the trouble, and of 

‘these about 9 per cent never would under 


“any circumstances go farther than writing 


a thfeatening letter or two. The 1 percent 
“are the really dangerous ones, for they may 
complain to thé postoffice department and 
when enough of these complaints come in to 
the @epartment to raise the. pre- 
sumption that something really is wrdng— 
then there’is likely to be trouble with a big 
“TT” for that mail order house, .However, 
the meil order house gets plenty of warning 
of such trouble beforehand, and by paying 
off those who get dangerous it still could go 
calmly on fits way, violating its obligations, 

The patient would heve a hard matter te 
prove in court the fact that he, had exactly 
carried out all the instructions given him 
during his course of treatment. In fact, his 
reports to the physicians during the course 
of treatment will betray him almost every 
time. ‘For in these gullelese confessions he 
will tell how he ran out of medicine on this 
day or that and failed to get the new supply 
in time, owing: to his not having notified us 
soon enough; or he was away from home for 
a week and negiected part of the treatment, 
etc. 

If a man demanded his money back under 
the guaranty, I simply took his various re- 
ports and picked out all the admissions of 
neglect of instructions and then wrote him 
@ stern, indignant letter, demanding how he 
dared to hold us responsible for not curing 
him when he-had so grossly, by hie own 
statement,‘ neglected our directions. That 


usually made tht patient see that he could 


not prove his side of the case, and he dropped 
out of sight. 

Where the patient claimed the forfeit and

For instance, we 
might put him on a strictly vegetable diet, 
cold plunge morning and evening, a ten mile 
morning walk, etc. At the first sign of re- 
bellion from Mr. Patient or failure to send 
the daily report: “ Look here, sir; you have 
violated the contract just at the time when 
we had to have the closest obedience. We 
can no longer be held responsible.’’ 

You may be sure that there are plenty of 
loopholes for escape in any absolute guaran- 
ty of cure offered to the public by any medica! 
house or advertising physician. And for my 
part, experience has taught me that the 
house which is readiest to offer a guaranty 
usually is least likely to keep it.

Factories Offer Better Pay. 

The condition arises in the ability of the 
manufacturing institution to offer better 
pay to the graduate, not only from the time 
of his transfer to the pay roll but up through 
his apprenticeship and in his position of final 
alrainment in the manufactory. The manuw- 
facturing company may say to the young 
man: ' We'll put you on a salary of $600 for 
six months; if you makc good we'll raise you

Docrs of the plant open upon everything in 
the morning and close upon everything at 
right. More than this, the demand of the 
factory is to produce something.

The field of responsibility of the master

So he kept on working the firm as hard as 
he could, and the months went by, and so di¢ 
other people in the office—went by on their 
way up the ladder—and the young man stood 
still, perfectly still Other men, men with 
even less ability and experience than our 
hero, crept upward on the little $2 notches 
of the office ladder; but our hero moved not. 
And he wondered sorely and didn’t under- 
stand how it could be. 

But this is how it was, straight from the 
boss: “ Why don’t I advancehim? Because 
the only position that I could promote him 
to is oné where honesty is as important to 
the work as ability, and thie fellow isn’t hon- 
est.

There is food for thought upon which many 
young men may feed with profit in thig 
declaration of this employer that the man 
who shirks his work while he is in a minor 
and poorly paid position is dishonest. It is 
not only one employer who feels and acts this 
way on this question, 

“An honest man won't throw his house 
down,” said a big office man to the writer 
a short time ago. ‘“ He won't do it because 
he knows it wouldn't be right to us; and he 
won't do it because he knows it wouldm’t be 
right to himeself. So we take the fellow who 
Goes shirk and soldier on us and lIebel 
him: * Dishonest.’ And that makes him in- 
eligible for promotion.,”’ 

Simple and complete. You do your best, or 
the firm does you accordingly. Those who 
are stalling along and doing only enough 
work to hold their jobs because they feel 
that their jobs are such as not to merit their 
full efforts, should take warning.

Worker Should Do His Best. 

Considering the idea fairly from the stand- 
point of the employ6, it must be found that 
the employer who assumes this attitude is 
right. Not only is he right in the business 
sense of the word but morally as well. Tacit- 
ly, at least, the employé who comes into the 
employ of a house agrees to give them the 
best that he can do. For this he is paid a cer- 
tain amount of money at certain stipulated 
intervals, the amount corresponding to the 
importance or the lack of importance of his 
position. While the employer fixes this 
amount, it is to be said that average 
worker in America is paid all that his services 
are worth. So that when a man enters into 
@ wage earning position he enters into a 
contract to deliver a certain quality of goods. 
Failing in this, and maintaining the pretense 
of doing ft, the situation certainly resolves 
itself into one with a tinge of dishonesty to 
it, at least. The employé feels that he is not 
doing anything wrong. Or, perhaps, he feels 
that he doesn’t care. The empleyer, when he 
discovers how things stand, properly feels 
that he is being cheated, and the result is 
another head in the basket. If not this, then 
there is another man marked down as not to 
be considered when an opportunity for pro- 
motion offers.

Once there came to Chicago a young country girl 
who had gone barefooted all her life, rambling over the 
countryside and through the woodlands. She was poor 
and ragged.

And from the antiques, the books, and their in- 
structors the students of art are compelled to take 
their lessons in the proportions of the human feet. 
‘The. living model is barred. And feet, the artists 
contend, "are as beautiful, when they are perfect, as 
any other part*of the human body. 

The feet of the-three graces. in the great painting 
by Jean Baptiste Regnault have become famous for 
their grace and delicacy of curves. Students have 
gone into the Louvre simply to copy the feet of these 
beautiful graces. 

The Venus Capitolina is another figure with won- 
derful feet, that the artists go to Rome to study. 
Houdon was another master who gave to the world 
of art feet that are studied and copied in the schools 
and studios.

Cupid only adds the 

finishing touches after the army has done 

all the hard preliminary work. And 

Cupid, pretender that he is, has been 

taking all the credit. The Salvation 

’ army makes mafriages that count and 

last. It is no trouble to bring about a marriage in 

the upper, fashionable world, where the young men 

and women have nothing to do save think about love. 

The army promoters of matrimony confine their efforts 

to the busy folk—the men and women who do. things. 

The army is not concerned with the love affairs of 

the idle rich, who have nothing else to amuse them- 

selves with. They make it a point to join the young 

folk who have no social opportunities and who other- 

wise might miss the blessings that go with double 
harness. 

The Salvation army maintains a social department, 
at the head of which is Staff Capt. Miss M. Louise 
Coggeshall. The @uties of the social department con- 
sist chiefly in promoting and maintaining marriages. 
Unlike Cupid, the Salvation army makes marriages 
that last. The army matrimonial promoters stick to 
thé married couples, aiding them when they have 
difficulties, advising, encouraging, and in all ways 
making their married progress easy. The socjal de- 
partment of the Salvation afmy is the greatest and 
most successful matrimonial agency in the world. 


‘And it is strictly legitimate. The police never make 


inquiries concerning this matrimonial bureau. The 
police, in fact, de quite the contrary. It is the police 
who aid and @bet the agency in every way possible. 
Not a few of those young men and women who want 
to get married, but have no way of finding a mate, 
ore @irected to the social department of the Salvation 
aftay. by the police.

\* 367 Marriages Without a Divorce. 
Last year the Chicago branch of the Salvation army 


directly was responsible for 367 marriages. And in all 
of these not one couple has sought relief in the divoree 


 eourts. Can Cupid say ag much of the marriages he 


claims to be responsible for? The Salvation army 
matrimonial bureau has only been organised a Httle 
over a year and gow the army officials are wondering 
What they were thinking about not to have started 
it before. They say it is the most successful afid popu- 
lar feature of ‘their work and they are planning to 
extend its benefits as rapidly as they can, . 

‘Miss Coggeshall, head of the matrinionial depart- 
ment of the army, is a motherly, soft veiced Woman 
of much experience and many sorrows. She is just the 
sort of a woman that a young man or woman seeking 
advice or counsel in the affairs of the heart eould go 
to for aid: and without fear of being disappointed. 
All of those who ask hef to find them a husband or 
wife are told that everything possible will’ be done 
for them, and it is seldom that she fails to make a 
match when only she starts out to.do so. There are 
ao many lonesome and heart sick young people in the 
world, she says, that little outside influence is neces- 
sary to bring them together in marriage. Just a 
friendly third person to break the ice for them is 
what is mainly needed, according to her theory. 

Miss Coggeshall has applied strictly business prin- 
ciples to her matrimonial bureau. She Keeps all the 
applicants for husbands and wives tabulated by a card 
system. On each separate card she writes the name, 
residence, occupation, and description of the young 
man or woman seeking.a mate. She also makes each 
applicant say what sort of a life partner he is looking 
for; whether of Nght or dark complexion, blue or 
brown eyes, or of whatever qualifications destred. 
When this is Gone she simply runs over the cards un- 
til she finds a couple that she thinks would go well 
together, and then she begins her real business of 
marrying them. 
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UEBEN RANAVALONA IIL. the exiled ruser

Ultimately the French laid claim to the entire island, 

and im 1897 conquered it. Ranavalona Ill. was then on 

the throne. The French soldiers made her prisoner and 

sent her to Reunion island. In March, 1899, she was 

traneferred to Algiers.

Alt@iough really a prisoner, Ranavalona is treated 
with — deal of consideration. by the French. One 
every yéar she is permitted to visit Paris, where she is 
received With a sad mockery as a real queen. But her 
trip to Paris has it delights, for the poor exiled queen 
is given $2 4 and permitted to shop. She revels in 
dainty frocks, expensive gowns, opera cloaks, embroid- 
ered lingerig @iiken hose, and the costly things that 
Paris hag to sell. Then when her vacation is ended she 
goes back to her exile in Algiers, to rule in petty state 
over ‘her little court. 

Ranavalona has been permitted to bring a large ret- 
inue of her former servants from Madagascar. She bas 
her “palace” in Algiers and keeps up as much bediz- 
ened state and native ceremony as her limited allow- 
ance from France. permits. 

Among the ceremonies of Ranavalona’s little court is 
‘her annual bath. She takes a real bath once a year. 

‘It is an elaborate bath, but conducted with a great 
deal of mystery. 
_ The queen takes her bath ina silken tent set up in 
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variably the girl writes 
back a friendly: letter. and 
after that it is easy. Miss 
Coggeshall arranges a meet- 
ing between them as soon as 
_She thinks the time is ripe 
and then she leaves it to the 
yeung couple themselves. 
Miss Coggeshall requires 
all applicants for the bene- 
fits of the army’s matrimon- 
lal bureau to furnish first 
class references. Each of 
these references she traces 
to its source, and if she finds 
that the applicant has made 
false pretenses he is rejected 
until he ¢@an prove to the 
satisfagtion of Mise Cogge- 
shall that he. duly has re- 
pented. Each young man is 
required to furnigh at least 
a half dozen good references 
and if he hasn't that many 
he is told to wait until he can 
make some more friends. 
The Salvation army social 
secretary does not believe in 
taking any chances of get- 
ting the wrong sort of a man. 
Tt usually is the man, she 
says, that causes divorces, 
and the army wants those 
whom it marrica to keep 
out of the divoaree e¢ourts. 


When Miss Coggeshall was requested to tell about 


some of the couples she had brought together, she 
said there were so many that she could not think 
of any particular ones. By coaxing her memory, how- 
ever, she was able to recall the case of a young man 
who married a Scandinavian girl and afterwards took 
her to Minnesota, where they have a fine farm,

Each carries on her head a large 
tub filled with rose scented water. They walk erect, 
clothed only from the hips down, the naked upper half 
of their bodies glistening in the sun like ebony statues. 
They carry the water for the royal bath. With them 
are more servants, with towels, silver jars of soap and 
perfumes.

Reaching the tent the watér éarriers enter and fill 
the huge bathing tank, which is éimply.a modern bath 
tub, lined with yellow and red silk. When the bath ‘s 
ready the queen, accompanied only by two of her fe- 
male servants and the mistress of the robes, enters the 
tent, the guards withdraw to a safe distance. The as- 
semblage keeps an awed silence. From the tent comes 
the noise of distinctly feminine giggles, low murmured 
exclamations, the soft splashings of water.

When Miss McAdams returned from Desert island 
and informed her aunt of her engagement, Miss Tucker 
felt. sorrowful.

In this way she Keeps tab 
on them, and whenever there is a note of complaint 
she hurries to the home in question to see what the 
trouble is. Often, she says, there is a little outbreak 
that can be quelled by a good friend of the married 
couple, such @s she is known to be by all of those 
whom she has been instrumental in marrying. When 
she goes out on trips of this kind she tries to get to 
the bottom of the difficulty, and then, step by step, 
the obstacles are cleared away. 


This certainly is a practical matrimonial burear , 


It is one that is single in its purpose and whose chief 
pride is the excellence of its work. It is one thing 
for a matrimonial bureau to marry a couple but it is 
quite another thing for the matrimonial bureau or any 
one else to keep the couples married. That is the real 
work and that is just the point where Cupid shirks 
his duty.

There 
they learn of the social bureau and its work, and in 
less than no time Miss Coggeshall has them duly tab- 
ulated ‘and classified under her card system.

If they can be brought into each other's so- 
ciety there will be great increase in the marriage 
rate, and that surely is to be desired.

Rescues Those Who Are Lonesome. 

“As yet this part of our work is new, but so far 
we haye had great success; and I think that as soon 
as the young folks learn more of our aims and pur- 
poses they will come in even greater numbers. When 
a youug man or woman gets discouraged and lione- 
some it is hard to get hold of them. They imagine 
that notiody. cares for them and that they have nothing 


to live for in the world. This is a mistake and we 


are trying to prove it with ou. secial bureau.” 

If the first year’s success of the Salvation army’s 
social or matrimonial bureau is to be repeated, and 
there is every indication that it will, there is bound 
to be an upward trend of the marriage thermometer in 
Chicago. Miss Coggeshall, rival of Cupid, has started 
out with a vengeance, and if the single blessedness 
fallacy isn't disproved it will not be the fault of the 
bureau of which she is the directing head.

It is in the colossal scope of 
this myriad aspected philosophy that all religions are 
harmonized, that all sciences are synthesized, that 
materialistic philosophy is supplied with an ideal, 
and that transcendentalism is furnished sure founda- 
tion; that other worlds are made rational and livable, 
that human origins and destinies are made congruous 
with the present order and infused with incentive 
to prog ess. 

Known to the world as founded in 1875 in New 
York, Theosophy is the current revival of teachings 
older than the world; the divine wisdom older than 
the ancient of days. 

From the breasts of mummies enswathed millenni- 
ums ago have been taken hieroglyphic covered sheets 
which have yielded the divine wisdom as Egypt knew 
it in the somber magnificence of her maturity—the 
Egypt of the Pharaohs and the pyramids. From the 
Assyrian tablets in Asia and from the uncovered 
ruins of the Mayas in North America, Theosophists 
say, comes the reiterated testimony of the same pro- 
found spiritual teaching, however various the details. 
Through Lao-tze came the same teaching to China, 
and through Buddha again in India, to spread north- 

' ward to Tibet, southward to Ceylon, eastward to Siam 
and Burmah.

The greatest of the Hebrew were nurtured at the 
knees of Egyptian wisdom. To that Hebrew race 
christendom owes the major portion of its bible and 
Jesus was born from it. “Unto you is given,” said 
Jesus to his disciples, “to know the mystery of the 
kingdom of God, but unto them that are without all 
these things are done in parables.” : 

St. Paul, say Theosophists, was a Christian 
initiate of the mysteries, Clement of Alexandria and 
Origen were familiar with the divine wisdom, as were 
also Euclid and Democritus; Thales and Solon, Apollo- 
nius, and Iamblichus, the great philosophers of early 
Islam, Roger Bacon, chemist-monk; Paracelsus, pioneer 


of curative electricity and of modern medicine and 


chemistry; Giordano Bruno, the “second Pythagoras”: 
the Christian German mystics, Boehme and Eckhart: 
‘the English Vaughan and Robert Fludd, the Scandi- 
navian Emanuel Swedenborg, St. Martin, St. Germain. 
Mesmer. The German idealists and the American 
transcendentalists show the influence of the divine wis- 
- dom. At jast, in the fourth quarter of the nineteenth 
century, @ Russian woman, Helena Petrovna Blavatsky, 
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faced the mocking world to proclaim again the divine 
wisdom, ancient yet ever new.

Secret Wisdom Known to Adepts. 

Theosophy claims to be the secret wisdom forming 
the esoteric side of all the great religions of the 
world, and jt alleges that this precious deposit, en- 
riched with the results, of the investigations of gen- 
erations of seers and sages, verified by countless ex- 
periments, today, as of old, is in the hands of a 
mighty brotherhood, variously spoken of as adepts, 
arhats, masters, mahatmas, brothers who are living 
men, evolved further than the average humanity, who 
work ever for the service of their race with a perfect 
and selfless devotion, holding their high powers in 
trust for the common good, content to be without 
recognition, having passed beyond ali désires of the 
personal self. é 

Today Theosophy speaks far more openly than it 
ever has done before, owing to the fact that, with 
the evolution of the race, man has become more fitted 
to be the recipient of such knowledge, se that what 
once would be taught only to a small minority now 
may find a wider field. As of old, so now, the secret 
wisdom is guarded, ‘not by the arbitrary refusal of 
the teachers to impart instruction, but by the capacity 
of the student to understand and to assimilate. Cal- 
culus is not taught to kindergartners but to col- 
legiates.

Fundamental Principles of Theosophy. 

Three fundamental principles base Theosophy: An 
omnipresent, eternal, boundless, and immutable prin- 
ciple known only through its effects. We cannot 
speculate upon it, for it transcends the power of 
Human’ conception. It is dwarfed and distorted by 
any description. In these unthinkable regions the 
wings of thought beat faintly and lips can falter only, 
not pronounce. Second, the eternity of the universe 
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intelligence, where individuality begins, the ego first 


appears. Here there is a subtle form, the differentiat- 
ing of the “I” from the “not I.” Below this, still 
densifying, comes the plane of animal passions and 
desires, actual forms on their own plane. It is the 
astral plane, which is matter but slightly rarer than 
with ourselves. Lastly, the plane familiar to all of us, 
that of the objective, physical universe. “

How One Plane Passes Into Another. 

The scientists already have found that they can 
break up the ultimate physical atom. And they are 
wondering whither this leads. It will lead, when they 
have broken up the ultimate atom of the physical 
plane, Theosophy claims, into the lowest, coarsest sub- 
stance of the astral plane, to the substance corresponding 
to the solids of the physical plane. In breaking up the 
ultimate astral atom it assumes the properties of the low- 
est grade on the thought plane, and so on. 

Each of these planets has its own organisms, its 
own phenomena, the laws of its own manifestation; 
and each can be investigated as exactly, as scientifi- 
cally, as experimentally as the objective plane is in- 
vestigated by our scientific investigators. All that is 
necessary is that we should use appropriate organs of 
sensation,.and appropriate methods of investigation. 

Why do we see, taste, hear, and feel? Merely be- 
cause our physical body is capable of receiving cer- 
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in toto as a boundless plane; periodically “the play- 
ground of numberless universes incessantly mani- 
festing and disappearing.” Third, the fundamental 
identity of all souls with the universal oversoul, the 
Oversoul itself being an aspect of the unknown root. 

From this unknown root come forth successively 
the universes, rhythmically succeeding pertods of activity 
and periods of repose, periods of manifestation and 
periods of absorption, the expiration ahd inspiration 


of the great breath, in the pictorial phrase of the 


ofient. The outbreathing is the manifested universe, 
the inbreathing is the withdrawing into the silence 
of rest. In the outbreathing the manifestation of the 
root substance differentiates into spirit matter, 
whereof the universe, visible and invisible, is built; 
it evolves into seven stages or planes of manifesta- 
tion, each denser than its predecessor; the substance 
is the same in all, but the degrees of density differ.

One Life Pervades All Matter .and Spirit. 


A chemist can have in his receiver water held in- 
visible; the may condense it into a faint mist 
cloud, condense it further yet into solid; throughout 
he has the same chemical compound, though he 
changes its condition. The chemist is dealing with 
facts in nature; his methods may throw light on 
natural methods working in larger fields. So, from 
the Theosophical standpoint, spirit and matter are 
one, and the untverse is one living whole from center 
to circumference, not a molecule in it. that is not 
instinct with life. The particles of the mineral cohere, 
they vibrate, they attract and they repel, they have 
their fatigues and motions; what are these but mani- 
festations of that living energy which “rolls the 
worlds in their courses, flashes from continent to 
continent, thrids from root to summit of the plant, 
pulses in the animal, reasons in the, man’? One life 
eéverywhere, therefore one law. “As above, so below.” 

Each of the seven planes of manifestation of spirit 
matter has its own characteristics. The highest, the 
first, is pure spirit, without form, the primary emana- 
tion of the one—subtlest, rarest of all manifestations. 
Next comes the plane of mind, of loftiest spiritual 


tain impressions from without by way of the avenues 
of ‘sense. But there are myriads of phenomena, as 
real as those we familiarly cognize, which are to us 
nonexistent for the simple reason that our organs of 
sensation are not adapted to receive them. 

Take the air vibrations which we call sound. If 
an instrument that emits successive notes be sounded 
in a room with a dozen people, as the notes become 
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shriller and shriller one person after another drops 
out of the circle of auditors and is wrapped in silence 
while still a note is sounding, audible to others there; 
at last a pipe speaks that no one hears and though 


- all the air be throbbing with vibrations, silence com- 


plete reigns in the room. The vibration waves have 
become so short and rapid that the mechanism of the 
human ear cannot vibrate in unison with them; the 
objective phenomenon is there, but the subjective does 
not respond, so that for man it does not exist. Sim- 
ilar illustrations might be drawn from every sense.

Adepts Develop the Higher Senses. 

So, if even on this plane to which our bodies are 
correlated phenomena constantly escape our percep- 
tion, says the Theosophist, surely it is not too much 
jo claim that our lack of knowledge of higher planes 
is no proof they do not exist. Thdse who have time, 
ability, and courage can develop in themselves the 
senses which enable the consciousness to come into 
touch with the higher planes, senses, and capacities 
already evolved and fully at work in some, and to be 
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law our present is the fruit of our past, our future is 
growing out of the present. 


Theosophy declares that we may and do at each | 


moment of the present life produce by our own ac- 
tions, feelings, and thoughts definite effects in the 
subtler order of things, resulting in conditions for our 
next life wholly of our own making. Thoughts build 
character. sires make opportunities. Actions. make 
pee nee ae So that whatever one may suffer or 
enjoy, attain to or fall from, is brought about as the 
result of one’s own action,in obedience to the laws of 
a perfect justice, of perfect causation. It is the alter- 
nate experience of pleasure and pain which man en- 
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the common inheritance of every child of man during 


the course of the ages. 

The different planes interpenetrate the physical 
plane; they are not shells one within the other, like 
the coats of an onion; the particles of each suc- 
ceeding plane are finer than the plane below: hence 
the particles of the astral plane move freely about be. 
tween the particles of the physical plane just as the 
ether moves freely in the air. 

Just as a man has a physical body made up of the 
particles of the physical plane of solids, liquids, 
gases, ethers, in which he works, walks, talks, and 
plays on the physical plane, so, according to Theos- 
ophy, he also has an astral body made up of the par- 
ticles of the astral plane which he uses constantly as 
the vehicles of his emotions and passions, and into 
which he withdraws when he leaves the physical 
body every night in sleep and when he leaves the 
physical body at the hour of death. He then leaves 
the physical plane and goes on to the astral plane, at 
least for a time. It is the purgatory of the church, 
the Kamaloka of Hindoo writings.

From Astral Werld to Thought World. 


From here, after a period proportionate to the 
vigor of the astral body, he passes on to the thought 
plane, they say, casting aside the astral body as first 
he had cast aside the physical body. Here he remains 
in the blissful regions of the heaven world. His stay 
is proportional to the degree of his nobler earth ex- 
periences. For the average man of substantial attain- 
ments who has lived to a good age it endures for 
about fifteen centuries. He lives in the heaven world 
in a body built of the inconceivably fine particles of 
the thought or mental plane. 

The man still has three higher bodies, termed in 
Theosophy the casual body, the Buddhic or bliss body 
and the Atmic body, the body of absolute reality. 
These three highest bodies constitute the ego, the 
man himself, the individuality, the soul which lives 
and evolves throughout the period of manifestation. 
They are correlated to the loftiest planes of mani- 
festation of spirit-matter. But thither only the 
most highly evolved of human beings go. The 
average man has little in common with them. His 
higher bodies are embryonic, not matured. Only as 
he evolves through incarnation after incarnatign on 


‘ earth do they develop and in their development indi- 


cate his readiness for the higher planes,‘ his harmony 
with them.

Believe That Man Has Many Lives. 


The evolution of the man consists in the acquire- 
ment by the soul of experience, and the gradual mold- 
ing of the physical nature into a form which readily 
can respond to every prompting of the spirit within. 
The final goal of his human evolution, they claim, is 
the complete assimilation of the soul, the ego with 
the spirit, the ray from the universal oversou}. It is 
obvious that such work cannot be accomplished in one 
lifetime, or in a few lifetimes. For such gigantic em- 
prise countless lives must be lived, each yielding as 
its fruit the strengthening of some budding force, the 
dawning of some new capacity. Thus by numberless 
reincarnations is built up,.the perfect man. 

When the rest period in the heaven world sSucceed- 
ing the earth life has been exhausted, when his capacity 
for heavenly enjoyments has been satisfied, the man 
the ego, is drawn back to earth life for another period 
of earthly activity. Mrs. Besant, president of the 
Theosophical society, has said that as surely as 
hydrogen and oxygen rush into union under certain 
conditions of temperature and pressure is the ego drawn 
by irresistible affinity to the circumstances that yield 
opening for its further evolution. Suitable environ- 
ment, suitable parents to provide suitable physical 
bodies; such are some of the conditions that deter- 
@rine the time and the place for reincarnation. 

Each man is drawn to the surroundings which his 
own past has made inevitable. The great law of 
cause and effect operates in human destinies as im- 
mutably as in chemistry and physics. Owing to this

counters. during his stages of ignorance that develops 
within him wisdom. 

Fatiguelessly, they say, the soul makes his pil- 
grimages in the three worlds of the familiar physical

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Many Families Visited by Mormons. 

In the same length of time 41,876 Chicago families 
have been visited by the Mormon missionaries.

G. E, Ellsworth, 
the Mormon elder here, argued for more than an hour 
with the representative of Tar Scnpary TrRisunNg, try- 
ing to convince him that polygamy had no end of 
economic and physiological advantages over the Chris- 
tian marriage idea, and he would have been arguing 
yet if there hadn’t been the necessity for haste on the 
part of the reporter.

Preachers Support Themselves. 

The Mormon missionaries and preachers receive 
no pay for their work. As a matter of fact, they sup- 
port not only themselves but aid in the support of 
the church as well. The tracts and pamphlets which 
they distribute are purchased at their own expense. 

In Utah the young Mormon men, as soon as they 
leave school, begin to save in the hope that they may 
become missionaries. The missionary period is of 
two or three years’ duration, and in that time the 
young man devotes all his effort to the dissemination 
of Mormon teachings. In their churches no collections 
are taken, and what expense is involved is paid by 
the elder. ‘ 

In Chicago the. Mormons own their church, and, as 
there are no salaries, the only expense is in heating 
-and lighting the structure. Mr. Elisworth, who ts the 
elder here, has property interests in Utah from which 
he derives an income sufficient to support himself and 
his family. 


‘REATH: 


The Mormons support their church by what they 
call their law of tithing. This consists of giving one- 
tenth of their income to the support of the church. 
This is a matter of conscience, however, and is not re- 
quired by church law. One day in every thirty is fast 
day for the Mormons, and the savings of this fast day 
are given to the poor. 


* ** 
Fast Improves Health and Aids Poor. 


Once a month the Chicago Mormons, like those of 
Utah, eat no food nor drink any water. This, they 
claim, improves their health and creates a snug fund 
for charity in the bargain. Mr. Ellsworth estimates 
that probably $200 is distributed among the Chicago 
poor every month as a result bf the Mormon fast day. 


The Mormon faith is based on the revelation which . 


Joseph Smith, founder of the church, claimed to have 
seen when he was a young man. This revelation is 
what bothers those who become interested in Mormon 
teachings. They cannot get it through their heads that 
God.came down out of the heavens to talk to Smith, as 
he claimed, and no amount of preaching even by trained 
young missionaries will convince them that it is true. 

When the young fellow was preaching in Clark 
street a man in the crowd asked him where the church 
started and on what it was based. The missionary told 
him about Smith’s vision, whereat the questioner asked 
sarcastically what brand of dope the original Mormon 
was in the habit of smoking. After the laugh subsided 
the missionary told him all about Smith and his dféafhi, 
but the man was not convinced. He shuffled aWay, 
muttering something about “ bunk.” 

It doesn’t do any good to make fun of the Mormotis 
or to ridicule their beliefs. That seems to encourage 
them more than anything else. Had not Joseph Smith 
been mobbed and stoned, and finally shot to death in the 
Carthage jail, it is probable that not so many presenf- 
day Mormons would regard him as a true prophet. To 
ridicule or berate them only makes them look mote 
upon themselves as martyrs to a just cause, and Eldér 
Elisworth says that the Christian church shows its 
hypocrisy in no way quite so much as it does in ré- 
fusing fellowship with the Mormons.. The Christian 
church does this, he says, in direct violation of offe 
of the first laws of the bible.

Inside of eight months or a year they have 
rubbed .off their outward foreign appearance and 
have gone a long way toward cultivating American, 
tastes, manners and view of things. Others who come 
into densely -populated foreign districts are less suc- 
cessful in their quest for Americanization. .

Old Folks Cling to Old Country Ways. 

In addition to not finding the genuine article, the 
American life, even among those of their countrymen 
who claim to be full fledged Americans, they often are 
compelled to hear long tirades against their adopted 
country by a few older men and women in whom the 
ways and views of the old world are too strongly 
incarnated to see good in anything American. The 
semi-medieval notions of some of these men and 
Women coming from a sixteenth century village in 
Austria, Russia, Germany,.or Roumania are 80 deep 
seated in their minds that even twentieth century 
civilization, with all its progress and wonderful in- 
ventions, is not able to uproot them. 

These men and women, however, are in the minor- 
ity and, while their influence sometimes holds back an 
individual, the great stream of immigrants is falling 
into. the American current. , 

The agencies tending towards the Americanization 
of the immigrant are many. They begin with the 
factory, and even the saloon, and end with the school- 
house. Indeed, the air, the busy, vigorous, and aggres~ 
sive American atmosphere which the immigrant 
breathes upon his landing at Ellis island is one of the 
first and strongest Americanizing influences.

Black serge now ia included in the list of mourning 


fabrics, but of as dull a black as possible. A good 
looking dress conld be made up for $10. Cashmere 
Slways has been a -favorite material for mourning 
Sowns, and one could be made for about the same 
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cost as the serge. Crépe can be used to good advan- 
tage on this material, both in wide and narrow bands. 
This cloth is suited more for wear in the house than 
the street, and makes up-beautifully in a princesse 
model, the long lines possible in the crépe bands ad- 
ding grace and slenderness to the figure. 

Veiling in dull black also 1s a fashionable material 
for mourning gowns to be worn indoors. 

Plaited mousseline de soie and ¢hiffon blouses are 
faghionable for mourning, and can be made simply, or 
most elaborately trimmed with cr@pe, or with half 
wreaths of dull black silk appliqued on. The effect 
must be of dull black, and no white is allowed in neck 
or sleeves. These blouses are worn with the deep 
mourning street costumes. A simple, pretty waist 
can be made for about $6. Mourning silk is such a 
dull black that even crépe Jooks as if it had luster 
when put with it. There is a good variety to choose 
from, each and all exquisite in texture and finish, that 
ere charming for gowns that formerly would haye been 
considered second mourning, but now,are worn for what 
generally is called deep black. 

Custom still demands that there shall be distinction 
made between the mourning worn by a widow and that 
put on for any other bereavement. Crépe in this coun- 
try, as in England, is worn for two years, but the bon- 
net with the white cap and the long, cumbersome crépe 
veil falling to the hem of the dress before and behind 
has given place to the French hat or turban with the

to the shoulders. This veil generally is worn over the 
face for six months, and then folded back to give place 
to the face veil of net or tulle edged with a band of 
crépe. Sometimes crépe is not worn at all, fine nun’s 
veiling or crépe de chine, or silk, taking the place of the 
long veil, but these are not considered as suitable for 
formal mourning as crépe. 

Widows’ bands are made of white organdie, which 
should be neither too codrse nor too fine; a good me- 
dium quality insures, with care, three or four wearings. 
No other white goods answers the purpose. Swiss 
slips and will not lie flat and the fine lawns will not 
lie fat enough. The strips must be torn from the goods, 
as it is impossible to pull the thread of organdie, and 
the greatest accurady absolutely is necessary. After 
the strip is torn the hem is pressed down with the 
thumb, care being taken to use a measure in so doing. 
The hem may be turned once or twice, but if once the 
edge first muat be folded in, as in an ordinary hem, and 
hems may be placed upon both edges of the strip or 
Only on one, in which case the raw efige on One side 
is turned over the edge of thé sleeve.

only one hem must be used and the raw edge is turned 
over at the neck and both ends at the back must be 
folded over and fastened at the back of the neck, the 
narrow edge of the black showing fust at the end. One 
soon learns how to fold the neckbands, and when the 
hems are laid they are pressed flat with a cool iron and 
then tacked to the neck of the waist. The cuffs are 
more dificult to make. They’ must be folded on both 
edges and the width of them may vary at the option 
of the maker; it, however, should be about one inch in 
width. It is a good idea to make a foundation or pat- 
tern of the shape of the lower edge of the dress sleeve 
of buckram. This slopes from top to bottom et the 
back to insure the flare that accommodates it to the 
arm. 

The organdie then is measured, folded, and pressed, 
fitted over the pattern, care being taken to see that 
both edges are exactly alike, and one side is folded over 
the other and fastened with pearl buttons or small, 
plain black enameled pins.

Pennsylvania Cheese Cake. 

Do you know what it is, the real old Penn- 
syvania dish, lemon cheese cake? It is not 
a cake, but a pie, and there is no pie more 
delicious.

Watermelon and Cantaloupe Preserve. 


Select ripe metons; remove seeds and rinds. 
Cyt the red part only, not a bit of the white, 
into small pieces or dice: Weigh; use one- 
half as much granulated sugar, and to each 
six pounds of melon use two lemons, the juice 
and grated yellow rind only—not a bit of the 
white. Put all together on the fire in a gran- 
ite or porcelain vessel. Boil slowly. It will 
take quite a while, as at first it will seem to 
boll to water. Stir often unti{l quite thick, 
then dip into one pint glass jars and seal. 
This preserve seems so odd that it must be 
geen and tasted to be appreciated. It hasa 
delicate, honeylike flavor and a most beauti- 
ful coloring. , 

Muskmelon preserve is made in the follow- 
ing way. It is delicious, and I have never 
seen ahy other than those lI have made. Peel 
and seed the muskmelon, which should be 
ripe but not mushy; slice into small pieces, 
and to each pound of melon add three-quar- 
ters of a pound of granulated sugar, and to 
each four pounds of. melon add the juice of 
one lemon. Place sliced melon, sugar and 
lemon in. alternate layers in a stone jar and 
let stand over night. Next morning drain 
off all juice and boil it until it drops thick 
from the spoon, then put in the melon, drop 
the pieces into a pint aize glass jar; again boil} 
sirup thick and pour over the preserves, 
stowly, to fill all crevices. Seal while hot. 
The lemons may be omitted, which gives the 
preserve @ more natural cantaloupe flavor.

Finally, having gone step by step over the 
matter, she arrives at the question of cos- 
metics, and this is what she asks heruelf: 

Do I understand how to wash my face with 
cold cream and do I know how to take it off 
so that my skin willbe pure, with not an open 
pore and without those hideous blackheads 
which marso many countenances? IfI have 
learned how to cold cream my face, after 
steaming it, I feel that I have found tae secret 
of a good skin—aeimost.

The one new wash gown that has been add- 
ed to this outfit this year is so pretty that its 
owner wore it the other night to a little sum- 
mer dance, and yet it also cost her average 
price of a dollar. It isa French blue cotton 
in linen finish—a charming blue. The threads 
look like the finer, smouther finished lnens. 

“ A friend of mine got one like it early and 
paid 26 cents a yard,’’ she said, ‘‘ but mine 
was reduced to 15 cents, and then I got it for 
12% because I took it in three remnants, get- 
ting my usual nine yards in all.”’ 

This blue dress was made with plain skirt 
and shoulder bretelles, to which kimono 
sleeves were attached, giving the jumper a 
graceful and substantial line over the shoul- 
ders. Large, shallow scallops buttonholed 
in self-colored mercerized cotton finished all 
edges. 

“That jumper takes just a yard,’’ my 
clever friend informed me. ‘*‘ You cut two 
straight pieces a yar each in length and 
each nine inches across. Slash toward the 
middle from each of the four ends, letting this 
slash run up about a third of the way. Mark 
all your raw edges with a tumbler and make 
the dot inside each scallop with the top of a 
lead pencil. The part that-is to form the 
sieeve you trim off a little across the bottom, 
making it about two inches shorter than the 
part that forms the bretelle, and then you 
sew it in a seam across what becomes the 
bottom as it falls under the arm."’
